This rate of profit is not an unusual result for lead mines working 
on a large scale in the State of Missouri, and it is not unreasonable 
te that the price of lead will advance, as the present 
price both in England and St. Louis is very much below the average 
of the last five years. MARKETS, 

In regard to markets these mines may without exaggeration be 
said to possess most unexceptional facilities, and such it is believed 
as are not commanded by any other lead mines in the United States, 
and probably not exceeded by any others in the world, from the fuct 
that they have not only water communication with St, Louis (which 
is one of the best lead markets in the United States), but a continuous 
water-way to England, France, and to the Continent generally ; thus 
affording a ready and cheap access to all the best lead markets of 
the world.

It will be observed that the receipts of pig-lead in St. Louis have 
increase: from 95,800 pigs (3420 tons) in 1862 to 790,028 pigs (28,215 
tons) in 1877, the greater part of which was supplied from the lead 
mines of the Missouri Basin, in which the company’s mines are 
situated ; thus showing conclusively the reliability and large and in- 
creasing production of the Missouri lead mines. In 1810 the popu- 
lation of the City of St. Louis was only 1400 ; it is now about 500,000. 
With its extensive railway system and great river communications 
its future prospects are unsurpassed by any city in the United States. 
Missouri nay be said to be almost in the very centre of the American 
Continent. It has a population of nearly 2,000,000, and is an old, 
rich, and prosperous State.

The 6224 tons imported in 1877 and the 285 tons in 1878 were re- 
exported, and in addition 745 tons of United States lead were sent 
to China and Europe. During 1878 the United States have shipped 
5321 tons of lead to China and Japan, and 725 tons to Europe. The 
Nevada mines can realise a greater profit on their lead by sending 
it to San Francisco, and shipping it from there to China, than they 
can by sending it to St. Louis, in consequence of the high charges 
for carriage by rail from their mines to St. Louis, the distance being 
about 1700 miles, as against about 700 miles to San Francisco, and 
they will, therefore, doubtless avail themselves to the fullest extent 
of the opportunity of supplying the demands of the Oriental market. 
The argentiferous lead of these mines cannot compete against the 
Missouri lead for the requirements of the white lead trade. The 
Virginia lead is perfectly free from‘ antimony, and is fully equal to 
the best known brands of “ Soft” lead of either English or Spanish 
production. 

Mr. SopwirH, in his report of 27th February, 1879, under the 
heading “ Value of Lead,” makes the following statements in regard 
to the prospects of the American lead market :— 

“For many years previous to 1877 the average price of lead in 
America was from £28 to £30 per ton. An import duty of £9 per 
ton protects the American lead miner from European competition.” 

‘In America there is a large consumption of lead in the form of 
white lead for painting houses, many of which are constructed 
throughout of wood, and of sheet and pipe lead in the formation of 
new and the extension of existing towns and cities, and the expe- 
rience of past years warrants us in the opinion that with a price of 
£20 per ton the American lead supply will not equal the demand; 
and without going so far as to state that such a price as £28 must 
return, we are clearly of opinion that the price for the next few

deeper the workings will be in the eame beds as the Coed Mawr 
Pool working», while the impr »vement in the lode has been contem- 
poraneous with the snkinz of the shaft. 

Derr Apit Leven,—This level has been driven over 80 fms, 
from ths River Liygwy, and is being brought up to unwater the 
imine, which, when complete, it will effectually do to a depth of 
from 25 t» 30 fms. be’ow the present bottom level.

Srr,—I notice your remarks respecting the meeting held and re- 
rted in the Journal of May 3. You have done me a very serious 
injury, and greatly prejudiced many of my clients, by the paragraph 
published in last week’s Journal, in which it is stated that certain 
statements made at the meeting are “absolutely untrue, and you 
regret inserting them ;” and you also say that such statements have 
their origin in “corrupt and unworthy motives.” So long as these 
strong and damaging Editorial remarks remain uncontradicted I 
appear in the position of an unprincipled person, and I demand 
an unconditional withdrawal of the imputations so recklessly cast 
on my character. If you refer to Captain Richard Pryor say so 
plainly, and let him answer for himself, but I will not allow myself 
to be held up before the public as a person having corrupt and un- 
worthy motives in his business transactions, Your reporter was at 
the meeting, as also one from the West Briton, and it seems to me 
remarkably strange that a journal devoted to mining transactions 
should not have discovered between the day of the meeting (Mon- 
day) and the day of publication (Saturday) that “corrupt and un- 
worthy motives” were at the foundation of the meeting, and that 
the statements were untrue. You say you regret having published 
the report of the meeting, that the statements are “absolutely un- 
true,” and that all the “ matters are knows to the shareholders.” 

Now, Sir, I think you have nothing to regret in publishing the 
report, but much to regret in publishing your Editorial paragraph 
of such a cutting nature against my respectability. If all matters 
were known to the shareholders I should not have had so much en- 
quiry as I have had, and I produced some 50 letters at the meeting 
all strongly complaining of the manner in which they had been 
treated both by the company and the liquidator. If you refer to 
your reporter you will find I produced and handed over documents 
in support of every sentence I a and all such documents and 
many more are in the hands of the committee and the well-known 
chairman of the Frontino and Bolivia Company, who was formerly 
« shareholder in the Penhale Mines (Phoenix) and who has con- 
sented to act on the committee, has produced to me documents 
strengthening every word I said, and I think but a short time will 
elapse before all my statements are made plain and verified, and 
then, perhaps, you will, if not before, regret you paragraph of the 
10th inst., and not the report of the meeting. I write by this post 
to Capt. Pryor asking him to confirm his own remarks, and to 
throw away the stigma you have stuck to him, and if he does not 
come forward and support his assertions I certainly shall not sup- 
port him, for I only appeared by request for shareholders, and not 
as the champion of the mining agent. I may here remark [ do not 
know, and to my belief, never saw either Mr. Phillips or Mr. War- 
wick, but I do know many shareholders in the many companies 
under investigation. 

I took nearly all my information from Captain Pryor, and from 
his books, papere, &c., and I am certain if he has spoken the truth 
when hesaid befora me, Mr. Smith, the late chief clerk of the com- 
pany, and Mr, Foakes,on Monday last every word in the report and 
spoken at the meeting will be amply borne out in evidence. I de- 
mand as publicly as you have made the assertion that Captain 
Pryor shall give his reasons for his action—mine were solely on 
behalf of shareholders. With Mr. Warwick’s letter I have little 
to say. He wrote mo a letter, as he asserts. I treated it with 
silence; for could I, after 20 years’ practical and scientific mining 
knowledge, listen to the opinion of an accountant and liquidator as 
to the value of a mineral property? Mr. Warwick writes you he 
is duly appointed liquidator. Can he tell you or the shareholders 
why he has never rendered any accounts of the liquidation? And 
it is now three years or more since he had this very simple matter 
to liquidate. Mr. Warwick says he warned me to investigate the 
merits of the past history of this affair. I did investigate it, and 
I thought there certainly was something strange in the matter 
when Captain Pryor and all the men in the district whom I say 
confidently said they could raise 50 or 60 tons of lead a month that 
the mine was never worked. I have heard one side. 

Now, perhaps Mr. Warwick instead of making an assertion that 
the raising of ore is absurd, will give the public his reasons for it, 
and perhaps he is prepared to deny the report of Mr. Emanuel 
Anthony, which I read to the meeting. The leases were, I am 
informed, not given up as worthless, but were revoked. If they 
were So given up it was a cruel shame they were ever sold for such 
unprecedented prices. Capt. Pryor,or thecommittee, may perhaps 
explain this. I enclose to you a copy cf a reply to Mr. Warwick’s 
letter which isin the hands of all the shareholders, by which you 
can at once see how contradictory are the remarks in the Journal. 
I have nothing whatever to do with the public, and only act for 
some shareholders, and I shall be pleased to show you my corre- 
spondence in support of my assertions. I must, however, have 
at once, as far as I am concerned, the stigma removed.

will be readily understood from a few very simple statements. Com- 
mercially the use of plumbic salts for these purposes may be re- 
gxrded as altogether new, although in the laboratory their preserva- 
tive properties are well known. With regard to two of the leading 
ingredients hitherto employed it has been very truly remarked that 
‘reosoting renders the wood inflammable and gives it avery dis- 
agreeable odour, whilst sulphate of copper not only does not pro- 
erly impregnate the wood, but introduces into it a portion of sul- 
phuric acid, whieh disorganises the vegetable fibres, and has a 
‘estructive action on any nails or pieces of iron used in fastening 
the wood together; many other salts are equally objectionable— 
tonnate of iron bursts the woody cells, chloride of zinc introduces 
a destructive humidity, and baryta and lime salts are difficult to in- 
ject, and of very little value when injected. 

After considerable investigation and research Messrs. Descalonne 
have adopted a solution of which lead is the basis, and which has 
Kiven very satisfactory results. One of the great advantages of lead 
Is that it does not oxidise in a damp atmosphere, and they have 
!-und that they can prepare a tarry tribasic plumbic salt, which is 
entirely free from the defects mentioned. Immediately it is in- 
jected it forms an insoluble combination of great solidity, and petri- 
fies everything in the wood that contains the elements of decompo 
stion, This plumbic solution not only completely protects the 
wood from the attacks of insects and vegetable parasites, but gives 
it a hardness and strength which considerably improves its dura- 
hility, besides preventing it from warping, swelling, or cracking. 
For naval purposes, wood paving, telegraph posts, and the like, 
such aa invention must prove of great value, and the Northern of 
F ‘ance Railway have made an experiment with 6000 sleepers, from 
which it appears that the plumbic solution is superior to any pre- 
fervative hitherto employed. In connection with mine timbers the 
Cntinual eating away of the pit props used in coal mines, their 
high price and other causes, have led to experiments being made 
with various antiseptic substances, with a view, if possible, to in- 
Crease their durability, 


stated that from this source alone the company will soon be enabled 
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Mr. Fayol, a colliery engineer of Commentry, compared the re- 
lative value of various compounds, and carefully recorded his results, 
from which it appeared that although oak, beech, and pine sleepers 
were rendered fiom 30 to 50 per cent. more durable by the injection 
of the substances which have previously been tested, there was still 
much room for improvement, and it was to the removal of such de- 
fects as these that Messrs. Desculonne and Co. turned their attention, 
with so much success that they were awarded a silver medal by the 
French National Academy and a gold medal by the Agricultural and 
Insectologic Society of France. It is understood that the English 
patent rights are in the hands of Mr. Camille Espir, whose namé is 
already known to the readers of the Mining Journal as the inventor 
of an improved mining powder, and it is confidently anticipated 
that the value of the present invention will be widely appreciated.

18 dwts. extracted after from collected arsenic, which was stamped 
and mixed throngh the stuff.—The Albion: I am more disappointed if possible 
than any one that a better lode was not found where we expected. As before ob- 
served, I believe the present level is gone through a barren piece of ground.

Arsenic Assay, &c.: Iam very pleased for the copy of the assay report of the 
native arsenic The assay quiteagrees with my opivion of it, as I was persuaded 
it contained much more gold and silver than we could extract by amalgamation. 
The gangue attached to the arsenio is the gold bearing lodestuff, composing the 
hanging-wa!l portion of the lode; this gangue is carefully broken down by itself, 
and comprises the bulk of the stuff for crushing, and is treated as a class of itself. 
The arsenic occurs in the lode in bunches, in the form of nodules or round lumps, 
froin the size of a man's head toan egg, having scales encased one in the other 
which can be easily pulled off with a knife. We always find it makes its app2ar 
ance immediately before a bunch of rich specimen stone; the arsenic is some 
times also much intermixed with the gold and quartz. To extract the visible 
gold from the arsenic we wait until 200 or 300 owts. is collected and carefully 
selected from the clean quartz. It is crushed by itself, amalgamated to get the 
free gold, then calcined, crushed, and amalgamated until no residue is left. In 
fature I will carefully save every particle possible, and send it to you for the pro- 
per treatment. During the last twelve months we have crushe? over 1 ton of it. 
The arsenic sample I sent you marked ‘iron pyrites ” was sent about June, 1877. 
It was the first met with, and it came from the south stope, immediately under 
the 50th, and we have carried it down with the gold to the present buttom level. 
I fiud the deeper we get it the larger the bunches and the stronger and more 
metallic it is. The composition of the lode is a friable quartz and a blue coloured 
flookan, each pirt containing a deal of mundic, coarse and fine, with the occa- 
sional bunches of arsenic, which are sometimes mixed with antimony. I have 
never seen any of the other base metals, such as copper in sulphuret or pyrites 
form, and galena; the latter are seldom seen here, and the former combination of 
minerals are the best indications that can be found for producing gold, and shows 
the Kapanga lode unexceptionally strong.

IMPROVED STONE-BREAKER.—The machinery to which the im- 
provements invented ty Mr. D. Gray, of Coatbridge, are to be 
applied is of a well-known kind, in which the stones or ores pass 
down between a fixed jaw anda vibrating jaw. In such machinery 
it has been customary to provide parts for varying or adjusting the 
distance between the bottom of the jaws whilst the vibrating stroke 
has been invariable, but by the present invention the stroke is also 
made adjustable in a simple and convenient manner, in order that 
when more easily broken materials are being operated on the stroke 
may be increased, and vice versa. This invention is most conve 
niently applicable to the particular kind of machine in whirh the 
crank shaft is connected by one or more short rods to the nipper 
end of a vibrating lever or piece, the bottom of which forms part 
of the toggle couple acting directly on the vibrating jaw. The lever 
is centred or fulcrumed on a bolster or block which bears back 
against an inclined surface on the inner side of the block, which is 
adjustable vertically for determining the distance between the 
bottoms of the jaws, and the desired variation in the vibrating 
stroke is obtained by adjusting the fulcrum bolster up or down the 
inclined face of the block bebind it. This adjustment of the fu'- 
crum bolster is effected according to one modificatioa by two screws 
tapped through a cro-s bar fixed beneath the bolster. In another 
modification wedges formed on the inner ends of long screw boljs 
which pass through the back of the frame act on the under side of 
the fulcrum bolster; and in both modifications wedge ended screw

THE D’'ERESBY GROUP OF MINES. 


D’ErkEsBy MouNTAIN.—Twelve months ago the writer visited 
these mines, and gave a description of them in the Mining Journal, 
together with a plan showing the situation of the different levels, 
&c. At that time he stood ona heap of glittering lead and spar, 
which had been broken from the No. 4 level in the Great Gorse 
lode, and from which it was then estimated 2000 tons of stuff had 
been obtained. Machinery was ordered to dress it, and its erection 
commenced coon afterwards. It was also determined to clear the 
No. 5 level up to and under the great stope, and then cut through 
the lode 16 fms. below it. This was looked upon as a very impor- 
tant point. There was also another great point, upon which the 
mine was started, but which the discovery of the Gorse lode had 
cast into the shade—driving the No. 3 level on the Fuchaslas lode 
to unwater a winze sunk from No, 2 level, where large quantities 
of lead bad been raised, as much it was said as 80 tons from one of 
the stopes. 

This was about the position of the mine on our visit last year. 
Since then two waterwheels, crusher, stonebreaker, and other ma- 
chinery, including jiggers, &c., have been erected, and dressing- 
floors made, altogether at considerable cost, and capable of dressing 
large quantities of lead, These were all completed by the begin- 
ning of the present year, but the frost set in, and prevented their 
working for nearly two months, 

The stope at No. 4 all that time was being worked up towards 
the surfaca, the ore was not so rich as the 2000 tons referred to, and 
then an old shaft, which seems to have been filled up with debris, 
tumbled in, the rubbish covering and mixing up with the whole 
pile of stuff from the stope, and completely choking the level. Thus 
for the Jast two months the stuff got out of the Stope for dressing 
has been mostly poor, and the men are only now getting at the ore 
we siw 12 months ago, From the poor stuff 17 to 20 tons of good 
l-ad have been dressed, and by the end of this month we hope to have 
the first sampling, 

Clearing the No. 5 level for nearly 300 fms. in length has been a 
long and expensive affair, and will be completed in about a month;

This consists of two water-wheels, a large new crusher, double 

sets of jiggers, buddle, &c., and dressing-floors, which will bs ex- 

tended as the works progress. A tramway has been laid down in 

the three adit levels, and continued to the crusher ; beyond the dress- 

ing floors a tramway has also been laid along the side of the hill to 

an incline down to the cartroad in the valley. This incline, witha 

single line of rails, and a break for wagons to pass each other, is 

90 fms. long, and the machinery is so complete that the ore will he 

trammed from the mine to the crusher and then from the floors 

to the carte, which will have to take it to the railway station 

two miles off. While this machinery has been in course of erection 

the lode has been driven upon and opened out ready for stoping; 
and, although nota single stope has yet been set, from 500 to 1000

In all our experience we never knew a mine 
brought round in soshort a time, considering the machinery had to 
be erected between two steep mountains in one of the severest 
winters known for years; and it reflects great credit on Captain 
Roberts, who designed and superintended the whole, 

The mine will now be able to make large returns and profits if a 
good price is obtained for the blende. At No.2 level they are driv- 
ing in the shale in the expectation of meeting with lead. They have 
also begun to clear the bottom level to get into the blende. 

When the machinery was ready to go to work we suggested that 
eome agent experienced in blende and in the best machinery for 
dressing it should visit and report upon it and the capabilities of the 
mine, and some of the largest shareholders fixed upon Capt. Rowe, 
who, when manager of Great Laxey, for a number of years returned 
many thousands of tons of blende and lead every year, and knew 
the best methods of treating both. So that gentleman met us on 
the mine on Thursday, and made a thorough survey of it and of all 
the machinery.

CLEMENTINA.—The larce 60 ft. wheel will soon be completed 
here; it has been a heavy job, but will be of greatimportance when 
ready to go to work. Between the 15 and 25 levels large quantities 
of lead were obtained ; then we sunk the shaft to the 34, and com- 
menced to drive under the lead, when we were overpowered by the 
water, having only a small wheel, which had to draw stuff, crush 
ore, and pump the water. When the great wheel gets to work for 
pumping the smaller one will only have to draw stuff and crush. 
The mine is a fine speculation; the ore dips down into a beautiful 

valley, and by the high road a shaft was sunk many years ago to the 
water level, with a fine course of ore in it—some say solid lead—but 
as there were no means of getting out the water the shaft was 
covered over, and has never been touched since. The big wheel, 

however, has been so placed as t) command this, as well as the 
engine-shaft on the hill, and great results are expected when the 
water is out. —— 

P.S.—Since writing the above we have received the following 
from Capt. Rowe:— 

May 9.—I wish to refer to my visit with you yesterday to the Aberllyn Mine, 
and to give you shortly the impressions left on my mind respectingit. I am sur- 
prised at the amount of work that has been done at the mine within so short a 
space of time, and that work so well and so efticiently done, I understand that

THARSIS COPPER AND SULPHUR COMPANY (LIMITED). 


A further announcement, of which the subjoined is a translation 
from the Crédit National, with reference to the litigation at present 
going on for the cancellation of the contracts under which the 
Tharsis Company holds possession of its mines in Spain, has been 
published :— 

A second note, addressed to the E litor of the Mining Journal, by 
‘A Lawyer,” of G'asgow, and published in the number of April 26 
last, has made known to the heirs of Gosse and to the Marquis 
Rescalli, creditur by judgment and decree of the heirs of Hneel- 
den exercising as such by the terms of the law the rights which 
belong tothem, the said Gosse and Haselden, the original vendors 
of the Société d’Huelva (Huelva Company) that the directors of 
the Tharsis Company declared in their report of Dec. 10, 1878, to 
their shareholders— 

“That in taking over the property of the French company they 
had also undertaken the expenses of certain lawsuits of the French company 
which the Tharsis would have to continue. That in view of this arrangement 
they had made enquiry as to the nature and object of these lawsuits, which were 
only the reproduction of claims already decided in favonr of the French com 
pany. That the costs. of these lawsuits had been very trifling, and amounted ty 
about 2°0/, sterling per annum, and that the gérant of the French company bad 
kindly consented to.attend to them.” 

These declaratiohs necessitate the following corrections ;:— 

The directors of the Tharsis had no necessity to make enquiries as to the nature 
and object of. the lawsuits in question, since the suits were against them direetly. 

It was on July I4, 1875, that Mr. Charles Tennant and the Tharsis were sum- 
moned at their domiciles by citations served through the intermediation of the 
French Consul at Glasgow to appear before the Tribunal of the Seine, in order to 
cancel the sale of the mines made in 18455, and to annul the lease of 1866 made to 
the Tharsis, and similar summonses were served upon the gérant of the French 
company. This suit, the jadgment upon which was delayed fer more than three 
years by the defenders, resulted in a decree of the First Chamber of the Court 
of Appeal of Paris of Feb. 18, 1878, which d ‘cided that it was not the Tribunal of 
Commerce but the Civil Tribunal that was empowered to pronounce judgment on 
the demand in question; and this decree condemned Mr. Charles Tennant and 
the Tharsis Company in costs; the decree was duly announced to them, and they 
paid the costs to which they had been condemsed,.. They well kuew, then, of the 
matter, and. had no need to make enquiry of anyone. 

The “ Liwyer” adds, addre.sing himself to the Editor of the Mining Journal 
Does the Tharsis Company really know of the existence of the claim of Gosse and 
Haselden, and may it not be possible that you have been led into error, and that 
no such process exists? 

If. the ‘‘ Lawyer ” wishes to come to Paris it is on Tuesday, May 20, that tle 
mitter will be argued inthe Second Chamber of the Civil Tribunal, and it is at 
half past 1) that the advocates will commence tlitir pleadings. A few days after 
they will argue in the same Chamber the matter of the cancellation of the con- 
tract of Noy. Land Nov, 7. 

The declarations made by the directors of the Tharsis give rise also to the fol 
lowing observations—They have.said that it was the gérant of the Freneh coi- 
pany who had kindly undertaken to attend to the lawsuit; how is this admis: 
sible when one knows by Article 15 of the contract of Nov. 1 and Nov. 7 that this 
gérant was careful to be himself guaranteed by those to whom he sold against 
all the lawsuits going on, and especially against any conseqnenees whiéh 
might result from the sale he made to them — a truly, extraordinary stipulation, 
and one which demonstrates that the gérant only sold the mines to attempt ty 
escape from the consequences of the demand in question, and probably also fram 
other lawsuits commenced against him by the heirs and representatives of Gosse 
and Haselden, but of which it is not here a question? It is certain the directors 
of the Tharsis, when the gérant of the French company demanded such a gua- 
ranteee from them, would have done better instead of giving it to him, to have 
put themselves in aceord with the original proprietors of the mines. The most 
elementary pradence would have suggested this, or, at all events not to let their 
(Tharsis) company renounce the recourse the law gave them in the erent of their 
ejectment from the mines. One even asks whether the directors have been in 
formed in an honourable manner and accurately, and if they are not inclined to 
believe that they would have done better to have attended to their own business 
instead of confiding in the kindness of another person, perhaps they would have 
gained by so doing. r — wl 

Lastly, the ‘‘ Lawyer ” finishes his note by saying he maintains his opinion that 
it cannot be a question of ej-ctment from the mines, and that the Tharsis Com- 
pany cannot be held to the specific performance of the engagemeuts which it has 
undertaken except by a guit in the Scotch Court. 

The “ Lawyer” will permit the representatives of Gosse and Haselden respect 
fully to tell him that he is in error; there will be no necessity to apply to the 
Svotch Court for the execution of the French judgments; they will be returned to 
the Tribunals of Spain, where the mines are situated, and not only are the Spanish 
Tribunals bound by internatiomil treaties to enforce the French judgments, but 
they have already decided upon the qtiestion in favour of Gosse and Haselden. 
Indeed, the Tribunal of Seville; having been applied to by the latter ed and 
Haselden) in 1869 on the demand in question, ordered by judgment of March 15, 
1869, the sequestration of the mines and the preventive hiypothecary entry of th: 
demand on the property registers of Huelva, Arecena, and Valverde; but this 
judgment was suspended (réformé) by the Superior Spanish Court, which decide 1 
that, the Société a’ Huelva a French, it was forthe French Trisunals (although 
the mines were situated in Spain) to decrée as to the cancellation of the sale. 

It is, then, in the Spanish Courts that Gosse and Haselden will demand the en- 
forcement of the decree, and not in the Courts of Scotland.

ReMARKS.—There are very few indications of any substantial 
improvement taking place in the metal trade yet awhile, and the 
immediate prospects appear gloomy, for just now the whole trade 
remains in a state of semi-stagnation, Nevertheless, the supplies of 
all metals come forward most freely, and as both the exports and 
the home demand remain unsatisfactory, there is consequently no 
commensurate outlet for the large imports which the Board of Trade Returns show 
to be repeatedly being made, and, therefore, a serious check exists against any 
increase in value. It is thought by some that no revival of any permanency can 
be brought about in the trade until such atime asthe markets for other com- 
modities show symptoms of improvement, but although this may exercise some 
influence, yet it does not necessarily follow that our markets must first wait the 
improvement of others before they begin to makeaturn. The depreciation may 
extend to produce generally, Lut we can confidently speak with regard to the un- 
remunerative prices of metals, and the low rates must sooner or later stimulate 
the demand, and as soon as ever that takes plaee prices will assume an upward 
tendency, for no one in connection with the trade will remain content to work 
longer than is absolutely necessary upon existing terms. But there will not be 
much difficulty in discovering when a sound and legitimate change is about to 
take place, as the future will, as in the past, undoubtedly be regulated and 
governed by the same cause, and all that need be done to trade safely, and to 
ensure success, is to keep a close watch upon supply and demand. 

The markets have, perhaps, suffered more in value than in the consumption, 
for the demand, although of a limited character, has during this long season of 
adversity at times been very fair,and the reason why sellers have had invariably 
to give way in their quotations to buyers to secure orders has been on account of 
the production being so very much in excess of the consumption, and stocks 
have, consequently, reached such extremely high figures that purchasers have 
F swergers | refused to buy beyond their most pressing wants, knowing fully well 
that while such large quantities remain in store there can be little difficulty in 
procur ng it at particularly cheap rates, However, on a few occasions some buyers 
have waited a little toolong before they made their purch for speculators, 
although on the whole have been most inactive, have at times stepped forward, 
which has been the means of temporally enhancing prices, and, therefore, those 
consumers whose stocks were exhausted have had to pay any little increase which 
may have taken place through this means. Nevertheless, taking everything into 

ideration, rs have been exceedingly fortunate in effecting their pur- 
chases at low prices for'so long a period, and we can only wonder at the folly of 
producers in sending forward supplies so much in excess of what is wanted, and 
thereby increasing the risk of having to accept still lower rates, which they evi- 
dently will have to do if the supplies continue so exorbitant. 

CopPprR.—A gloomy tone prevails over this market, which in 
ordinary times would be mos: surprising, for during a season of 
actual warfare between two of the chief producing countries it is 
indeed most remarkable that speculators should be so inactive, 
However, at present the war on the West Coast of America has in 


no way diminished the supply, but rather, on the contrary, it 
appears to be on the increase, as the charters for the last fortnight have been 
telegraphed at 3800 tons. These high figures would make it almost seem that 
suppliers, fearing that their ports might be blockaded by a prolongation of the 
war, and for safety are endeavouring to ship as large a quantity as possible before 
it becomes too late. This course is undoubtedly a wise one, providing that the 
copper which comes forward is not put upon the market, for at present there is 
no outlet whatever for it, as any indication on the part of importers to effect 
forced reulisations would only be the means of checking any improvement in value 
taking place. The stock of Chilian —_ for the last fortnight, according to 
the statistics published on the 15th inst., shows a slight decrease to have taken 
place in first and second hands at Liverpool and Swansea, the total now being 
28,550 tons, against 28,840 tons on April 30, The total imports for the first four 
months of the present year are much in excess of what they were for the same 
period in 1877 and 1878, the total amounting to 33,079 tons, against 27,797 tons last 
year, and 29,199 tons in 1877. The exports for the same time are slightly less 
than they were last ;year, but rather above what they were in 1877, the total 
being 19,822 tons, against 20,583 in 1878, and 18,580 tons in 1877. 

inon.—This market remains in a dull and unsatisfactory condi- 
tion. There has been a fair demand for bars, but enquiries for other 
descriptions come forward very slowly, and consequently the various 
mills are most indifferently employed. Quotations show little or no 
change, though some producers who manifested considerable firm- 
ness in their prices a week or two back. now display more inclina- 
tion to accept orders at old prices, finding that their advanced rates altogether 
checked further orders coming to hand. There has been no general established 
advance throughout the country, and it was only on account of the action of the 
Durham miners that sellers thought of advancing their rates. The low prices have 
already seriously embarrassed some makers, and during the week there has been 
some heavy failures amongst the North of England ironmasters, which has casta 

loom over the market, and completely checked speculation, not only in the 

istricts where the casualties have occurred, but also in the various other iron 
markets in the kingdom. The Wolverhampton ‘market appears to have been par- 
Hag g J affected from this cause, and no complications are likely to arise to makers 
in this locality from these failures nor to any other masters in South Staffordshire. 
Should the works of the firms who have gone into liquidation stop entirely it might 
ultimately prove an advantage to some of the ironworks where similar quality 
and description of iron is manufactured, and as the East Coast trade has become 
a very extensive one in the manufacture of plates, the closing of such works might 
throw a good deal of the trade back upon the Staffordshire makers. Nevertheless, 
it would not be advisable for the Staffordshire houses to reckon on any increase in 
business on that account, as suspensi do not ily mean stoppage of 
works, as liquidators are general'y empowered to carry on business within certain 
limits until such a time as different arrangements can be effected. 

The trade at Middlesborough is reported quieter, and prices on the decline, 
although the agg quotation for No. 3 is 38s.; orders are placed at 6d. per ton 
below this price, No. 4 forge is quoted at 35s., though merchants seek to place 
their contracts at 1s. below this price. There is rather a better demand for pig-iron 
for immediate delivery, but the shipping trade is falling away, and the quan- 
tities exported compare unfavourably with those of last month, and the deliveries 
coastwise and to the inland districts are said to show a great diminution; no 
real improvement is anticipated until the settlement of the Durham strike, for 
consumers will not pay the extra rates. The manufactured trade is said to be 
looking a little better, and sellers have been enabled to maintain last week’s 
quotations, though their books are anything but plentifully filled with orders. 
The little extra employment that the works are receiving is attributed to coal 
and coke having become more plentiful, and also as they have been obtainable at 
more moderate rates. The Sheffield markets are reported rather more animated, 
and prices remain at last week’s figures. Several works in this district are also 
said to be receiving a little more employment, and many men who have been out 
of work for some time past have found little difficulty in obtaining fresh work 
again, and consequently the depression has somewhat diminished. From Bir- 
mingham, however, we have to report next to nothing doing in the way of busi- 
ness, though the demand is thought to be slightly better than it was lust month. 

Masters are doing all in their power to induce their men to work an extra hour 
per day, but without obtaining much success, for the men steadily refuse to in- 
crease their labour without extra pay. The manufactured trade remains in a very 
depressing condition, and prices show no alteration. The returns from Leeds 
show no improvement whatever, and the few orders which come to hand have to 
be executed at such extremely low prices that there is little or no margin left for 
remuneration, and they come in so slowly that the various mills have next to 
nothing by which they can be kept going. It is said that the development of the 
steel trade is considerably affecting the iron trade in this district ; nevertheless, 














had already reached such low figures that sellers have been unable to still 
urther reduce their quotations. There appears to be more doing at the various 
establishments at South Wales, though orders are executed at such extremely low 
prices that it must be with great difficulty that producers find means of producing 
with profits attending their transactions, and it is thought that many are turning 
out iron with a positive loss, being the result of their contracts. Clearances keep 
limited, and the demand [for railway iron is unsatisfactory. There seems to be a 
little more business doing in pig iron. The returns from other producing parts 
are very similar to their predecessors, and they continue to show that the demand 
keeps limited, and prices unaltered. 

The Glasgow warrant market remains very dull, and the interruption of the 
Middlesborough production, and the continuance of fair shipping demand, does 
not stimulate the market in any way, and prices have somewhat receded, on Mon- 
day 42s. 11d. having been accepted for cash, and on Tuesday 1d. below this price, 
to-day’s figure being only 42s. 9d.

ts charm, and if success is not quickly attained, and the pet article is found to be 
an expensive luxury, it is only natural that: those who have taken it up would like 
to get quit of it, and therefere it would not be surprising if the principal mono- 
polists were loth to increase their hol jings,{and rather preferred selling to buying, 
especially as stocks, according to the last returns, are increasing instead of de 
creasing. The demand for English keeps rather limited, and a few transactions 
have been 1ecorded at 67/. 10s. per ton. ; , 

L&AD.—The imports have continued large, and much in excess of 
the requirements of the market, and the few transactions which 
have taken place have been carried through chiefly at last week’s 
figures, though some sellers are slightly firmer in their quotations.

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Courts have power to decree upon the contract between Gosse and Haselden and 
the Société d’ Huelva, the Frenoh decree in favour of Gosse and Haselden would be 
at once enforced by the Spanish Courts, and the Scotch Court of Session would 
be as unlikely to be consulted or appealed tu in the matter as the Courts of Tim- 
buctoo or California. — "

INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS IN CHINA. 


The commercial development of China, long retarded by the 

Ultra-Conservatism of the ruling Powers, has at last fairly set ip, 

and there is abundant evidence that the spirit of progress is 

actively effervesing in the great centres of Chinese civilisation. 

The Party of Progress, headed by the great Governor-General— 

Li-Hung-Chavg—is determinod that the resources and wealth of 

the country shall no longer be allowed to lie dormant. But while 

recognising the fact that European methods and mechanical ap- 

pliances are indispensable to China’s industrial future, the Viceroy 

and his party have formed the patriotic resolve that the commer- 

cial schemes, reforms, and improvement by them projected 

shall, so far as it is possible, be carried out by the aid of 

Chinese capital and by Chinese hands. Thus the latest innovation 

—the introduction of cotton manufacture by machinery—is the out- 

come of Chinese initiative, and the spinning and weaving mills in 

Shanghai—the machinery for which is now being constructed in 

this country—are to be worked under official supervision, and shares 

being held and the labour accomplished by natives. News of this 

introduction of the spinning-jenny and power loom into China is 

likely to prove a rather unwelcome surprise to Manchester and 

the adjoining districts where “cotton is king.” British exports of 
cotton goods to China average 11,000,000 pieces annually, and the 

importance of that market for such wares tellingly is indicated 

by an observant traveller, who writes—‘* Every morning through- 

out the Chinese Empire there are 300,000,000 of cotton breeches 

drawn over human legs; men, women, and children alike wear 
them. 

Now that the Chinese have invoked the aid of machinery in con- 
verting the native cotton into calico, it is not difficult to foresee 

that they must become less valuable customers to Lancashire. But 
in many other directions China is moving in the path of industrial 

progress. For some little time costly native arsenals in Shanghai, 
Nanking, and Foochow have been contributing to her military needs, 
and, more satisfactory to relate, coal mines, iron mines, and iron- 
works, equipped with the best mechanical appliances of Europe, are 
now engrafted on her soil and adding to her material wealth. One 
result of the Chinese importation of manufactures conducted on the 
European system has been the creation of a demand for steam- 
engines, tools, plant, and apparatus of every kind, and it is obvious 
that British machine shops must be galvanised into renewed activity 
by the remarkable industrial awakening in the Far East. For it is 
to us that the Chinese look for the mechanical aids and devices that 
enable labour to earn its fairreward, The Americans, with their usual 
business farsightedness, rightly perceive that China is a great un- 

exhausted field for commercial operations, and a project is now on 
foot to bring Shanghai and New York into direct steam communi- 
cation. Russia, too, not content with the considerable overland 
commerce with the Celestial Empire she carries on under treaty 
concessions vta Kiuchta, has a scheme under consideration for esta- 
blishing an independent connection with Chinese ports. That China, 
with its population of 300,000,000, is destined to become the world’s 
greatest market is a conviction which is taking firm possession of 
trading nations, and hence the efforts they are now making to draw 
closer the bonds of intercourse. 

By accrediting representatives to the European Courts the Pekin 
Government has proclaimed its desira that China should take her 
proper place in the community of States, and that this is no fitful 
impulse may be gathered from an edict of the Kmpresses Regent 
recently published inthe Shin Pao (British agency Messrs. Newton and 
Eskell, of High H»lborn), prescribing rules and regulations appli- 
cable to the new system of Chinese diplomacy. Mention of the 
above paper recalls another startling innovation in China—the es- 
tablishment and growing power of a native press, of which the Shen 
Pao is the pioneer and representative organ. In this paper, 
which is published daily in the great emporium of Chinese com- 
merce (Shanghai), questions of administration are boldly discussed, 
official abuses exposed, reforms advocated, matters of imperial, 
general, and commercial interest reviewed from an independent 
standpoint, and the voice of public opinion expressed with no un- 
certain sound. Attempts have been made by Chinese officials and 
others, scandalised by its outspokenness and influence, to put down 
this paper, and it has even been made the subject of petitions to 
the throne. But all such attempts have failed, and it is on record 
that the Imperial reply to a memorial from the Governor of Chekiang 
was to the effect that “the Shen Pao could not be closed without 
reason; moreover, that the perusal of it gave satisfaction in Pekin.” 
In view of the great work achieved by the Press in this country, it 
may well be hoped, for the sake of China, that the third estate may 
grow up to bea living power in the land. 








COAL MINES INSPECTION: ITS HISTORY AND RESULTS. 


In tracing the history and results of the legislation which has 
from time to time taken place in connection with the working of 
collieries, Mr. R. NELSoN Boyp* has brought together a large 
amount of information which invests the subject with an amount 
of interest really surprising. The condition of the colliery popula- 
tion previous to the present century was wretched in the extreme, 
the colliers being really slaves, and recognised as such by the Legis- 
lature—in fact, their position was not materially improved until 
about 1842, when, as the result of avout 10 years’ labour of philan- 
thropists, by whom the subject was agitated in the Mining Journal 
and elsewhere, Mr. James Mather, of Newcastle, being one of the 
hardest workers among them, public sympathy for the colliers had 
been thoroughly awakened. From that time the progress has been 
steady and important, the result being that at present the British 
collieries are carried off with less loss of human life or injury to 
to ly or limb than those of any other country, the number of casual- 
ties connected with mining being now smaller than in connection 
with most other.branches of industry. The steps by which this 
gratifying change has been brought about Mr. Boyd has carefully 
traced, and in the course of his narrative notices of the former man- 
ners and customs of those connected with collieries are given, which 
make the volume remarkably readable. 

The colliers of Scotland, like their brethren in England, were looked 
down on with contempt, and Sir Walter Scott refers to them as 
“colliers, salters, and other adscriptt glebae, or slaves of the soil.” 
Even in Acts of Parliament, which gave some relief to other classes 
of the community, expressly debarred colliers from the reasonable 
rights extended to the rest of the population. The complete eman- 
cipation of the Scotch colliers was not effected until 1799, when the 
Act 39 Geo. IIL.,c. 56, was passed, prompted not by the advisability 
of freeing the bondsmen, but simply because it was found impossible 
to keep the colliers strictly in servitude, and difficult to obtain labour 
at the pits. The Act provided that all colliers bound at the date of 
passing the Act should be free; that the justices of the peace for 
each county should fix the rate of wages for each year; that coal 
owners were to have the right to reserve a part of the men’s wages 
not exceeding 1-12th to cover adyances; and, lastly, that combina- 
tions among men were to be punished by fines. The liberated col- 
liers did not at first appreciate tbeir new rights, nor did they derive 
much benefit from the change. Speaking of them after emancipa- 
tion, Sir Walter Scott remarks that they were so far from desiring 
or prizing the blessing conferred on them that they esteemed the 
interest taken in their freedom to be a mere device on the part of 
the proprietors to get rid of what they called head and harigald 
money, payable to them when a female of their number, by bearing 
a child, made addition to the live stock of the master’s property. 

The development of the coal trade, the formation of the Sunder- 
land Association, the invention of the safety-lamp, the condition of 
the colliers in 1833, the Select Committee of 1835, and the Royal 
Commission on the employment of women and children are dealt 
with in the second chapter, whilst the succeeding chapter treats of 
the parliamentary debates and passing of Lord Ashley’s measure, 
and the matters connected with it; then there is an account of the 
House of Lords Committee of 1849 and the Act of 1850. The next 
chapter brings the record up to the Act of 1855, and chapter 6 em- 
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braces the Act of 1860, the Hartley accident, and the Act of 1862 
The succeeding chapter discusses the agitation among colliers for 
more legislation, and the remaining three chapters deal with the 
discussions upon, the passing of, and the working of the Act of 1872, 
at present in force. There isa very useful appendix, including a 
table of accidents and deaths since the commencement of inspection, 
list of serious colliery explosions, Acts passed by Scotch Parliament 
relating to coal mines and colliers, the Acts pa:sed by British Par- 
liament regarding the ee and regulation of mines and miners, 
and the production of coal at different times. The volume thoroughly 
reaches the object in view—that of tracing the origin of the causes, 
both physical and social, which led to our present system of mines 
regulation and inspection, and presenting the facts bearing upon 
the question in a collected form. The work is one which will be 
attentively perused by general readers, and to those connected with 
collieries it will be invaluable. 








LITHOFRACTEUR AND DyNAMITE.—An interesting question was 
raised in the Court of Caancery before Vice-Chancellor Hall, on 
Thureday, as to whether, the House of Lords having decided that 
lithofracteur cannot be sold in this country whilst the dynamite 
patent remains in force, the lithofracteur stored here can be sent 
back to Germany. It will be remembered that Nobel’s Explosive 
Company obtained an injunction from Mr. Justice Fry restraining 
Messrs. Krebbs Brothers, of Cologne, the manufacturers of the well- 
known lithofracteur, which created so much sensation during the 
Franco-Prussian war, from selling that material until the dynamite 
patent had expired. The Court of Appeal declared the dynamite 
patent invalid, but the House of Lords reaffirmed Justice Fry’s de- 
cision. Messrs. Whittle,’ of Whitehaven, were agents in England 
of Messrs. Krebs and Co., and had in their possession at the time of 
the judgment of the House of Lords lithofracteur made at Cologne 
and consigned to Messrs. Whittle for sale. Nobel's Explosive Com- 
pany apprehend ed that Messrs. Whittle were attempting to remove 
this lithafracteur for sale on the Continent, and now applied for an 
injunction “ to restrain Messrs. Whittle from manufacturing or sell- 
ing lithofracteur, or from moving or attempting to remove any 
lithofractueur, or from either making, using, or putting in prac 
tice the plaintiff’s patented invention.” Messrs. Whittle contended 
that they were merely endeavouring to comply with the House of 
Lords’ decision, that they desired to‘remove the stock they had in 
store merely for the purpose of returning it to the owners; and that 
they proposed to do no more than send the lithofracteur back to 
Germany, whence they had received it. The Vice-Chancellor granted 
the injunction in the terms asked until the trial, upon an undertak- 
ing by Nobel’s Explosive Company to abide by any order the Court 
might make as to damages sustained by Messrs. Whittle by reason 
of the injunction. His Lordship said that having regard to the na- 
ture of Nobel’s invention, there seemed to be a substantial issue 
which would have to be decided at the trial, whether the lithofrac- 
teur now in question had been so used as to give the owners of it 
the benefit of that injunction, Nobel’s Explosive Company contend- 
ing that mere storage was a beneficial uset of thesubstance. It was, 
therefore, necessary that the s¢atus quo should be maintained, and 
the company were entitled to their injunction on the terms above 
mentiched,

THE EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY FOR INJURY BILL. 


A most influential deputation of mineowners and other large em- 
pores of Jabour, amongst whom were the Duke of SUTHERLAND, 

ord Hovuenron, Sir G. Exvxiot, Sir W. C. ANSTRUTHER, Sir A. 
Goocn, Mr. A. Knowxes, Mr. R. Baxter, &c., waited upon the 
Earl of BEACONSFIELD at the Foreign Office on Friday last for the 
purpose of urging upon the Government the withdrawal of the Bill 
recently introduced into the House of Commons with respect to the 
liability of employers for injuries to their servants. Oo more than 
one occasion we have expressed our views as to the proposed legis- 
lation having for its object the increasing of the burdens of em- 
ployers, more especially those engaged in mining. One of the effects 
of this mode of conciliating a certain section of workmen has been 
oOppored to the public interest by advancing the price of a com- 
modity largely used in all our great industries, as well as in the 
homes of all classes. This is admitted by all who are acquainted 
with the Mines Regulation Act of 1872, for it has led to an increase 
in the cost of producing coal, and in causing the consumer to pay 
more for it than he would have otherwise done. And such, no doubt, 
will be the result of any further legislation in the same direction, 
but it will be far more serious, for at the present time colliery 
owners are working hard to maintain the position they have long 
held in the principal continental and other foreign markets, and this 
for some time past they have only been able‘to do by selling at prices 
that have not done more than cover the actual cost. But if they 
are to be put to greater expen‘e in carrying on their works, and 
made liable for enormous penalties through the act of an individual 
in their employ, it will be found that they will ultimately be obliged 
to give up no inconsiderable portion of their foreign trade, and that 
there will be a loss that will have to be shared in by both masters 
and men. This, we should say, is contrary to the spirit of legislation 
which has actuated all our Governments, and is opposed to the free- 
dom of trade itself. But this proposed change appears to have been 
brought about by the representatives of one class, and that certainly 
not the mostintelligent. The working miners throughout the king- 
dom are a well-organised body, with plenty of well-paid leaders, 
two of them being members of the House of Commons, and it is to 
the agitation of these men we consider that the Government has 
thought it necessary to bring forward a measure—comparatively 
mild, certainly, to that introduced by Messrs. MACDONALD and BurRT 
—that cannot fail to be most harassing to employers, sure to lead to 
a great deal of costly litigation, besides keeping up anything but a 
kindly feeling between masters and men, whose interests at the pre- 
eent critical time should be looked upon as identical. 

To legislate between workmen and employers in the interest of 
one side only is a most invidious task, for whilst it gives to the 
workman that to which he is not entitled by equity or any existing 
law, it forces upon the master certain liabilities for things done by 
other persons in his service of which he has no personal know- 
ledge. The owners of mines or works employ the best and most 
skilful men they can obtain to occupy positions of trust as ma- 
nagers, and there, one would think, his responsibility ceased so far 
as those employed by him are concerned. But it is now proposed 
to take all responsibility from managers and workmen and saddle 
it all upon the employer. For our own part, we consider the law 
as it stands goes far enough, if not too far, for by it a master is 
liable to pay compensation to a person not in his employ who has 
been injured by the neglect or default of one who was. The actual 
fairness of this is certainly not so clear as one would like, but 
masters aré content to let it stand, although much stronger argu- 
ments could be brought forward against the law alluded to than 
for the change proposed by the Government. In fact, this law 
was admitted by Lord Justices BRAMWELL and BrkvT, in their 
evidence before the Select Committee of the House of Commons 
in many cases to bear most unfairly and unjustly on defendants, 
The Bill of the Attorney-General ignores the evidence given by 
the law lords named, who has acted upon a recommendation of 
the committee, which is anything but logical, and for the first 
time introduces what he terms “a servant in authority,” doing 
away with the pleaof ‘common employment,” that has hitherto 
been a bar to actionson the part of workmen, With regard to a 
mine, & “servant in authority” is person entrusted as agent or ma- 
nager with the management of the mine, or of any particular pit 
or colliery, whether above or underground. But the Bill extends 
to those in the service of railway companies and manufactories. 
In reference to a railway, the servant in authority means any person 
entrusted with the management of it, or of the traflic, or of any 
particular part of the trade or traffic, of any station on a railway, 
or of any works connected with one. In fact, the words ‘ common 
employment” are to be done eway with, and “ servant in authority ” 
becomes the great factor with respect to injuries to workpeople. 
But we would ask whether it would be just in the case of a “ ser- 
vant ir authority” who was under notice to leave, and from evil 
motives done something which injured a number of persons, that 
the employer should be liable for the consequences of the act? 
We should certainly say not, and most disinterested persons would, 
doubtless, share our views, yet the Bill of the Attorney-General 
would hold the employer responsible. 

With respect to coal mines,in which the deaths from various 
causes have averaged about 1000 a year, it is admitted that most of 
them were preventible, and in many instances the men were the 
actual cause of them, for as was pointed out by Mr. KNowLEs to 
the Prime Minster, no matter how clever a manager might be he 
could not be at three or four places at the same time. The Act of 
1872 is certainly a most stringent one, and if the provisions con- 
tained in it are carried out by the workmen and others, the acci- 
dents resulting in loss of life in collieries would not be one-third 
what they have been during the last five or six years, There was 
considerable force in the argument of Mr. Roprrt BAXTER, the 
well-known Parliamentary solicitor, and who is a'so a colliery 
owner in South Yorkshire, that companies had been formed under 
the state of the law as laid down by the Courts, that an accident 
arising from the fault of cone workman should not give a fellow- 
workman the right to seek damages against his master. With that 
knowledge and understanding millions of capital bave been in- 
vested, and hundreds of thousands of workmen engaged. But the 
present Bill would do away with that, and in the case of an explo- 
sion where 300 lives might be lost, the mine owners would probably 
have to pay 300,000/. damages to the families of those people who 
had been sacrificed. We might give an illustration of this from a 
well-known and terrible calamity—that of the Oaks Colliery— 
where in’1866 no less tham 361 lives were sacrificed. Int! at:in- 
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engaged in driving a drift through stone, and that a owing toa 
shot, it is generally believed the explosion occurred. Mr. DICKIN- 
SON, the Government Inspector, in his evidence said a shot was being 
fired in the stonedrift with something like 6 lbs. of powder, and the 
effect would be a concussion of the air; the flame from the shot 
would extend to a considerable distance, and disturb the gas in the 
goaves; the explosion took place immediately after the flring of 
the shot, which it was not wise to fire. Under those circumstances 
we suppose that had the Bill of the Attorney-General been law the 
owners would have had to pay—presuming they we re able—a vast 
sum of money to the representatives of the killed. What the 
amount would have been may be judged when we say that the de- 
ceased had no less than 690 persons dependent upon them for sup- 

rt. Itis almost needless to say that the sum that would have 

n awarded under the Bill it would have been impossible for the 
owners to have paid, so that they would have been forced into 
ra er» 

Now, it has been shown that owing to the recklessness of some 
men engaged in mines that explosions have taken place, causing 
serious loss to the owner or owners, but for that they cannot be re- 
couped a single penny, so that by the Bill FS tape by the Govern- 
ment every disadvantage falls to the lot of the colliery proprietor, 
there being no mutuality whatever. With regard to railway com- 
panies, we are told that the Bill is likely to engender unpleasant 
feelings between masters and men, and lead to a deal of litigation. 
If passed it would also do away with the large sums voluntarily 
paid yearly by the companies to the insurance funds established in 
the interest of the men and their families. This isa most impor- 
tant item, for we find that the Great Western subscribes annually 
no less a sum than 15,000/. Colliery owners are also liberal sub- 
scribers to the Sick and Accident Funds that are now established in 
nearly all our mining districts, so that by the investing of a few 

nce weekly the miners can be insured against accidents or loss of 
ife. But let the Bill of the Government become law all these 
grants would of necessity cease, and miners and others would be- 
come less provident than they noware, for they would always have in 
mind if anything should happen to them whilst following their daily 
occupations that the employers would have to maintain them and 
their families, thanks to the paternal care extended by the Govern- 
ment. The time is certainly inopportune for the carrying out of 
such a measure, for instead of anything being dons which can re- 
strict the trade of the country, depressed as it is, we want some- 
thing that will tend to improve it, and place us in a position to be 
better able to meet the competition that has to be encountered in 
the markets abroad. It is, therefore, to be hoped that the Bill will 
be withdrawn by the Government—for the present at least. 








THE PUBLIC LIGHTING OF STREETS, &c. 


So much has been said and written of late with respect to light- 
ing our streets and works by electricity that it is somewhat re- 
freshing to have to note that lighting by coal gas has its advocates, 
and who are able to show that it is not likely to be snuffed out by 
any system yet introduced to public notice. One of these advocates 
is Mr. C. E. Jonks, the resident engineer and manager of the Ches- 
terfield Gaslight and Water Company, and who, at the recent meet- 
ing of the Midland Association of Gas Managers, held at Birming- 
ham, read a really valuable paper ‘“‘On Public Lighting, with Spe- 
cial Reference to Streets,” &c. He said that the chief requirements 
of public lamps were steadiness of flame, not susceptible to atmo- 
spheric comuiotion, uniformity of intensity, great penetrative power, 
great diffusive power, easily availab'e without preparation and 
easily lit, not liable to sudden or self extinguishment, shadowless, 
and commercially cheap. Inthe wide range of materials from which 
artificial light could be procured that which fulfilled most of the 
above requirements was coal gas. To secure the successful combi- 
nation of the above conditions might be considered by some as prac- 
tically impossible, the nature of the service demanded being of such 
a varying character; but if they could not secure theoretical per- 
fection they must strive to secure a position to it as near as pos- 
sible. The public lighting of the Metropolis, except in certain 
cases, was simply disgraceful, and in Birmingham a state of things 
existed which was very little better, whilst in other large towns, 
and notably in Scotland, public lighting appeared to be a matter of 
indifference, but in the South a few towns were well lighted. But 
in replacing broken lamps, rearranging districts, or in lighting the 
streets, there could be little or no difficulty in introducing improve- 
ments. The average height of all street lamps throughout the king- 
dom might be reduced with considerable advantage to pedestrians. 
With regard to glass lamps he had made several experiments, and 
found that by the use of inferior glass there was in some instances 
a loss of 14°38 per cent. of light, and in one particular case, where 
the glass had become etched by atmospheric influences in a manu- 
facturing town, and allowed to become dirty and smoky, the loss 
was as much as 8381 percent. This shows the importance of good 
glass being employed, and more frequent cleaning of the lamps, s9 
that the light rays can readily pass through it. Some kinds of 
glass only intercepted light to the extent of 1°78 per cent., whilst 
in others it was equal to 61:35 per cent. Theintercepting power of 
the magnificent biue glass which usually adorned the portals of 
police-stations was about 38:13 per cent. After alluding to gas 
pipes and burners, to the latter of which in particular but little 
attention was paid, Mr. Jones said it would scarcely be pardon- 
able did he not allude to a light which had recently exercised such 
a disastrous and depreciating effect upon gas property throughout 
the United hingdom—a light by no means new, but one that had 
made wonderful strides within the last two years towards the goal 
of perfection. As scientific men they rejoiced that the march of 
intellectuality was onward, onward, and cheerfully welcomed any 
discovery or invention that afforded intellectual gratification, or 
added to the comfort and welfare of the world. Animated by 
these feelings must everyone have been who witnessed the experi- 
ments made with§the electric light. He had, however, formed the 
opinion that the electric light in its present stage of develop- 
ment could scarcely be called a competitor with coal gas where 
that article was sold reasonably eheap. Were coal gas some seven 
or eight times the price it was he thought some colourable pretence 
would exist for anxiety respecting the gas industry, but even then 
the many advaptages possessed by coal gus would effectually pre- 
clude the possibility of its being superseded by electricity. There 
was nothing within the range of lighting streets, &c., that elec- 
tricity has done but what could be ersily accomplished by coal 
gas) Did they require a sma!l controllable light there was gas 
at their elbow, whilst electricity was not. Did they require large and 
intense lights gas was their willing agent. From the fainte -t glim- 
mer of a rushlight to the concentrated glare of 3000 standard 
candlesis a range of power at present possessed by no other artifi- 
cial illuminating power in the world. The cost of electricity was 
seven and a-half times that of gas, and the injurious compounds 
formed during its use was found to be far more injurious than the 
compounds of sulphur, and were,such that they would never be 
tolerated in close apartments. Even the fishmongers and trades- 
men in Billingsgate Market, after a trial of the electric light, peni- 
tently returned to their old love—coal gas. Whilst thinking that 
large lights were well adapted for open spaces and particular places, 
he should certainly hold to the opinion that a multiplicity of lights 
would effect a great improvement in street lighting, and comply 
with the public improvements. With respect to the important 
question of the charge for public lighting, Mr. Jong#s said he did not 
consider it fair the practice of charging a less rate for public lamps 
than to the ordinary consumers of gas, which was unjust to the 
community, and an anomaly difficult to reconcile with commer- 
cial principles. This view appeared to be the prevailing one amongst 
the gas managers, and their opinion appeared to be that public 
lighting was unremunerative, but if ths public authorities required 
it the existing machinery could be so adapted as to supply an abun- 
dance of light at atrifling increase in the cost. It was evidetit from 
what was stated that a great deal of the light of street lamps is in- 
tercepted by the construction of the lamps and the posts as well 
which were-constructed in defiance of the principles which should

govern euch things, and totally regardless of the physical properties 


of light or the chemical laws of combustion, the formation being 
such that a large part of the light would be intercepted by inju- 
dicious ornamentation or heavy ironwork, by which the neighbour- 
hood of the lamp was rendered the darkest place in the street, 
and the lamp itself frequently by graceful festoons of soot. The 
evil would continue so long as manufacturers were encouraged to 
elaborate such articles. Some lanterns were so badly constructed 
as to be almost useless for light-giving purposes, and were examples 
of what to avoid, and until more attention was given to the sub- 
ject they were doomed to have badly lit streets and thoroughfares, 
Mr. JONES, we may say, recently exhibited in Chesterfield some 
very brilliant lights, showing what can be effected by coal gas for 
powerful illuminating purposes. It is evident that gas is once 
more in the ascendant, and all fear with respect to electricity super- 
ceding it has died out—for the present at least, 








THE UTILITY OF STEEL RAILS. 


Acircumstance of great interest to the railway world has transpired 
this week. In 1878 the extent of line worked at the charge of re- 
venue on the old network of the Paris, Lyons, and Mediterranean 
—the leading and most extensive French system—was 24433 miles, 
as compared with 24233 miles in 1877; yet, in consequence of the 
energy with which steel rail renewals have been carried on for 
several years past, the outlay made for the renewal and reconstruc- 
tion of the permanent way was reduced in 1878 to 345,862/., ascom- 
pared with 432,000/.in 1877. The effect of a good sound permanent 
way upon railway working generally is by no means without import- 
ance, and the broad tangible fact stands out in bold relief in connec- 
tion with the Puris, Lyons, and Mediterranean Railway, that while 
the system earned 375,138/. more upon its old network last year than 
in 1877, the working expenses only increased to the extent of 28,7877. 
In other words, while the company did a much larger business last 
year than in 1877, the addition made to its working expenses in 
1878 was comparatively unimportant, and the general result of the 
past year’s working was that the ratio of the working expenses to 
the traffic receipts on the old network was reduced to the ex- 
tremely low level of 36:03 percent, The net profit realised last 
year upon the old network of the Paris, Lyons, and Mediterranean 
Railway was 6,752,609/.; and, although the company is weighted 
with a comparatively unproductive new network,and a heavy amount 
of obligation or debenture capital, it was enabled last year to pay 
the good solid dividend of 11 per cent. upon its share capital, while 
the corresponding dividend of 1877 did not exceed 104 per cent. 
It is curious to note that while the extra 4 per cent. distributed by 
way of dividend for 1878, as compared with 1877, involved a pay- 
ment of 80,000/., the saving effected last year in the permanent 
way department was 86,147/. It is, then, not too much to say that 
steel rails last year added 4 per cent. to the previously liberal divi- 
dend of the company. 

Steel rails, gradual amalgamations, and judicious finance have, in- 
deed, done great things for the railway syst-ms of Great Britain, the 
United States,and France during the last five years, and it seems 
possible that further economies will also be realised by the intro- 
duction of iron cross-ties instead of woolen sleepers. The action 
of the sun at one time and of rain at another upon wooden sleepers 
is very injurious, but iron cross-ties, once laid, would not be subject 
to any such adverse influences. Now that steel rails and iron cross- 
ties can be obtained upon such easy terms there appears to be no 
reason why they should not be used more and more freely, and if 
they are so used the effect upon permanent way charges ought to 
be very marked and very acceptable. It was notalittle remarkable 
that, in spite of dull times and a gradually expanding capital ac- 
count, the London and North-Western Rsilway Company, in the 
presence of a considerably diminished revenue, was enabled last 
year to maintain its ordinary stock dividend. In the current half- 
year the earnings of this vast undertaking have again shown con- 
siderable dulness ; whether it will be possible to keep the ordinary 
stock dividend at its previous respectable level we will not under- 
take to say, but there is no doubt that the intelligent administrators 
of the system will do their utmost to profit by the reduction in the 
cost of iron and steel, The present stagnation in the industry of 
the North of England will probably pass away in a few months, and 
when it is mitigated it will be found that the extended use of steel 
rails has conferred highly important benefits upon the holders of 
ordinary railway stocks. 








A WELSH MINE SPECULATION. 


The action of ASHLEY v, TAYLOR, which has just been decided in 
the Court of Chancery, is one of peculiar interest to the mining 
community, and may, we fear, be taken advantage of by many pro- 
moters of companies, so that the safety of the public in future will 
be in remembering the old caution of caveat emptor. 

Briefly stated the case was this. In 1868 Mr. C. RULE obtained 
the grant of a mining sett from Lord Powis at a dead rent of 100/, 
per annum, merging in a royalty of 1-10th. It does not appear 
that any money consideration was paid for the grant, either directly 
or indirectly. In 1870 Mr. Ruxe, the late Mr. ENDBAN, and Mr. 
TAYLOR formeda company called East Liangynog, in 50 000 shares 
of 2/. each, and took 30,000 fully paid-up shares, representing 60,0001, 
as part payment for the mine. The p!aintiff alleged that the whole of 
the shares were divided among these three persons, who then em- 
ployed others to publish circulars, holding up this mine as one of 
the finest speculations in Wales, and that relying upon the state- 
ment in one of these periodicals calied The Investors’ Monthly Re- 
cord and Indicator, he had purchased 100 shares at 3/. per share, 
or at the rate of 150.0002. for the mine! In 1874 the company was 
wound-up voluntarily, and the mine sold to TAYLOR for 3600/, 

Mr. ASHLEY, the plaintiff, therefore, brought his action to recover 
the 300/. he had paid for his shares, together with interest, on the 
plea of fraud and conspiracy on the part of the promoters. Mr. 
Justice Fry, however, after three days’ trial, dismissed the action 
with costs. In regard to the issue of the circular, he ruled that even 
if it had contained misstatements the defendants could not be held 
responsible, and the vendor of the shares was not liable, being a 
dealer and not a broker. The mine, he said, was one the proceeds 
and prospects of which varied from time to time, and consequently 
there was nothing false or fraudulent in the statements which had 
been published, Again, the sale of a mine fora large sum nominally, 
that is in fully paid-up shares, and the division of such shares be- 
tween three persons, would not, he said, justify the inference judi- 
cially of conspiracy to defraud the public, and the plaintiff hau en- 
tirely failed to prove the existence of fraud on the part of the de- 
fendants. The Court, he said, was always ready to prevent fraud, 
but must not be used by persons who had purchised shares in the 
expectation of making a profit to get rid of liabilities after the specu- 
lation had turned out badly. His lordship also denounced the action 
asa speculative one on the part of the solicitors, and, therefore, 
saddled them with the whole of the costs, which must have been 
very considerable, 








STEFL FROM PHOSPHORETIC [RON Ork.—On Tuesday the prin- 
cipal foreign members of the Jron and Steel Institute who attended 
the recent annual meeting, and several other foreign ironmasters 
present as visitors, were entertained by the Cieveland ironmasters 
at Middlesborough, and were present at a public trial of the Thomas 
and Gilchrist process for removing the phosphorus from Cleveland 
iron, which is at present being successfully carried on at the steel- 
works of Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan,and Co, One of the large 8-ton 
converters used in the production of steel at Messrs, Bolckow, 
Vaughan, and Co.’s works had been lined with the basic material 
which is part of the Thomas and Gilchrist process, Cleveland pig- 
iron was melted in a cupola, as all the blast-furnaces are damped 
down owing to the Durham strike, and process of stes! production 
proceeded in the manner already described in the Journal. The 
ingots produced were afterwards rolled into steel rails, and the pro- 
cess having now been tested on a large scale may be considered per- 
fect. Great satisfaction was expressed by the Frenchmen present, 





to.whom the Thomas and Gilchrist Abgeoe BA be even a greater 
boon than to Cleveland ironmasters, as it will étmble them’ £> use 
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the vast stores of phosphoretic ores which exist in France, and which 
have hitherto been regarded as comparatively valueless, owing to 
the absence of any known means of eliminating the phosphorus. 





THe RoyaL COMMISSION ON MiNEs.—Memorials from several 
of the Miners’ Associations in the country have been forwarded to 
the Home Sacretary in connection with the Royal Commission on 
Mines. The petitioners complain that the scope of the commission 
has been somewhat altered. A3 originally fixed, the enquiry was to 
be purely scientilic; but, as the question of boy labour and other 
matters have been introduced, the miners contend that a practical 
element has been imported into the Commission. They have, ac- 
cordingly, asked Mr. Cross to increase the number of the Royal 
Commissioners, with the view of giving better representation to the 
interests of the miners as against those of the coalowners. These 
representations are now under consideration. 





APPOINTMENT OF MINE AGENTS.—The appointment of chief 
officer to the Aruba Gold Mining Company has been conferred on 
Capt. Thomas Bawden, of Poldice, near St. Day, who for many years 
had the management of the Potosi and other gold and silver mines 
in South America. His son has also received a staff appointment 
to the mines, as an assistant agent and engineer, and will leave 
Southamption by the next steamer for the West Indies, These 
mines are situated on the island of Aruba, and are totally owned by 
the Aruba Gold Mining Company. 





BorLer INcrRusTATIONS.—At the Manchester Scientific and Me- 
chanical Society meeting (Mr. I. Bowes presiding), a paper on 
Boiler Incrustations was read by Mr. G. E. Davis, inspector of che 
mical works. Mr. Davis drew attention to the fact that the incrus- 
tation of the inner surface of a boiler was ot pee caused by the 
use of water which would not be suspected of any such power, and 
also pointed out the danger of using water which had been condensed 
from the boiling down of organic substances. Many nostrums had 
been brought forward, and claims had been made on their behalf 
that they would prevent incrustation, but many were absolutely 
worthless, if not injurious. Boiler “‘ scales” nearly everywhere 
were principally composed of sulphate of lime, and he had made a 
number of experiments to try and find some substance which should 
neutralise the action of that substance on the boiler plates. After 
many trials he had come to the conclusion that tribasic phosphate 
of soda, known to commerce as “ tripsa,” was the best of all prepar- 
ations. It absorbed the free carbonic acid in the water, and, acting 
upon the sulpate of lime, precipitated it with the mu‘ to the bottom 
of the boiler. In one case where this preparation had been used, 
the boiler had been worked for five months without being cleaned, 
and only the very slightest deposit, which could be easily displacad 
by a touch, was formed. 





BRaZILtan GOLD PropucrTion.—As early as during the last five 
or six years of theseventeenth century, gold was found in the streams 
of the interior of Brazil. Early in the eighteenth century the high- 
lands thereafter known as the Minas Geraes, proved to be rich in 
gold, and becamea great mining centre. From the early discoveries 
of the metal known to the present day it is estimated that the pro- 
duct of gold extracted from Brazil has amounted in round numbers 
to two millions of pounds troy, for tbe most part fluvial goli. The 
Jarger part of gravel washings was done in Brazil between 1695 and 
1825. 


Gop In TASMANIA.—The Mount Arthur gold fields, near Launces- 
ton, are attracting considerable attention. The miners are making 
from 5/. to 10/. per week. The ground is all alluvial, and no reefs 
have been discovered yet. Somevery fine yields have been obtained 
from stone raised from reefs on the Barrington gold fields. Since 
the result of the crushing has been made known reuewed activity 
has set in, and people from Sydney and other colonies are flocking 
to the gold fields, and are said to be agreeably surprised with the 
favourable indications within the district, which contains a com- 
plete network of golden reefs. 

Gop MINING IN Victrorra.—The reports of the Mining Surveyors 
and Registrars for the quarter ended Dec, 31 (for a copy of which 
we are indebted to the Secretary for Mines, Major Thos. Couchman) 
show that during the quarter there were employed 36,636 miners. 
Of these 12,983. Europeans and 9521 Chinese were engaged in allu- 
vial mining, and 14,015 Europeans and 117 Chinese in quartz mining, 
There were 240 steam-engines in use, of 6381l-horse power in the 
aggregate. The approximate value of the mining plant employed 
was 1,903,494/. The number of square miles of auriferous ground 
actually worked upon was 1290, and there were 3402 distinct quartz 
reofs actually proved to be auriferous. The total quantity of gold 
obtained during the quarter was 71,875 ozs. 13 dwts. from alluvial, 
and 135,182 ozs. 7 dwts. from quartz; together, 207,058 ozs. The 
229,7754 tons of quartz crushed yielded 113.591 ozs, 2 dwts. 6 grs., 
or at the rate of 9 dwts. 21'28 grs. per ton; 11,139} tons tailings and 
mullock yielded 987 ozs. 14 dwts. 6 gra, or at the rate of Ll dwt. 
18°56 grs. per ton; and 1599 tons 8ewts. of pyrites and blanketings 
operated on yielded 3724 ozs. 19 dwts. 20 grs. of gold, or at the rate 
of 20z3, 16 dwts, 14 grs. per ton. Mining operations generally 
appear to be very dull in most district». 

IRON AND COAL IN AUSTRALIA,—At the opening of new rolling- 
mills in Melbourne for producing rails from waste iron, Mr. Woods, 
the Minister of Railways, said that there was a prospect that the 
one drawback to the iron manufacture in the colony—the cost of 
cval—would beovercome. The railway department had undertaken 
an organised survey for coal in the Gipps Land district with good 
hopes of success. A seam 2 ft. thick has already been discovered, 
and is being followed up.

THe OLDEst Mink Map.—D*r. Gurlt, a German metallurgist who 
has devoted much attention to the study of the history of mining 
and metallurgy, exhibited recently before a German society a copy 
of what appears to be the oldest map of a mina known. It is the 
plan of an Egyptian gold mine from the time of King Seti I., or about 
1400 B.C. The original, drawn on papyrus, is at the museum of 
Turin, Italy. 

GroLocy or NorTHUMBERLAND.—An admirably executed and 
complete geological map of the county of Northumberland, includ- 
ing the town and county of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and the town 
and bounds of Berwick-on-Tweed, by Mr. G. A. Lebour, F.G.S., 
Lecturer on Geological Surveying in the University of Durham 
College of Physical Science, has just been issued by Mr. A. Reid, of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. In the preparation of the map no amount of 
labour appears to have been spared in consulting the maps and writ- 
ings of the best authorities, and graphically recording the results 
of their researches, so that all that can ba ascertained from the 
maps of the Geological Survey, Winch, Greenough, Geikie, Tate, T. 
J. Taylor, Boyd, Hull, Simpson, M. Wood, or from the published 
memoirs of these gentlemen, and of Topley, Burns, the author (whose 
communications to the North of England Institute of Engineers, 
and to the Geological and other societies are well known), is brought 
together at one view. By consulting the map it can be at once seen 
whether the rocks belong to the Permian formation, coal mea- 
sures, millstone grit, bernician beds (carboniferous limestone), tue- 

tan beds (calciferous sandstones), lower Silurian, Cheviot rocks, 
or dolerite, whilst the coal measures—the High Main, Low Main, and 
rock well coal, and ganister beds—are distinguished, and in the 
bernician beds the felltop limestone is distinguished from the great 
Imestone, By readily recognisable differences of signs and ¢>lour- 
ing the ironstone, dips, faults, intrusive dykea, public railways, 
Colliery and private railways, coal seams, &c., are likewise clearly 
indicated, and various geological information in the body of the 
map is printed in red, such as—Jn this neighbourhood an inlier of 
periats rocks has been detected by Mr. W, Topley, general direction 
of chief bad veins, general dips of whin-sills in the islands, and so 
on. The character of the chromo-lithography executed by Mr. Reid 


is so well known that it is scarcely necessary to state that the 
printing of the map is fully equal to its accuracy and completeness. 
The map should certainly find a place in all colliery and colliery 
engineers’ offices in the district, for there can be no doubt that a 
knowledge of its contents will be of great practical value to all in- 
terested in the county. 





PROTECTING MINERS IN Minks.—The invention of Mr. Wm. 
Young, of Belfast, has for its object the prevention of the spread of 
fire in mines in the event of the explosion of gases of firedamp by 
the use of certain means or appliances for the purpose of affording 
greater safety to miners from fire. And the nature and novelty of 
the invention has reference to improved means or appliances to be 
used in mines for the said purposes, and consist in the application 
of a coating of alum and clay, limewash, or other equivalent non- 
inflammable coating to all the surfaces of the coal or cuttings within 
the working parts or places of the pit, which coating, when an ex- 
plosion of gas occurs, would prevent the ignition of the coal seams, 
which has hitherto proved so fatal to the miners, and to render 
greater facilities for the escape of the miners when an explosion 
occurs; it is proposed to protect all the wood surfaces, supports, or 
linings in the mine by applying to their surfaces the same non- 
inflammable substance or substances hereinbefore referred to. The 
coating substance or material may be applied by a brush or other- 
wise in a liquid or semi-liquid state, and the thickness of the coating 
may be regulated according to the degree of inflammability of the 
coal or wood, or the foulness of the mine. By the use of this in- 
vention many of the horrors hitherto attending coal mine explosions 
wi'l be very much lessened or prevented. Instead of coating the 
props and other woodwork in the mine they may be saturated or 
et with the non-inflammable solution before being placed in 
the mine. 








REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


May 15.—There is a very marked quiescence in all matters relat- 
ing to mining, and it is difficult to read in the signs of the times 
any immediate prospect of the change which has been so long ex- 
pected. It must be confessed it was not at all anticipated when the 
upward move did begin it would be checked in this way. Such 
stagnation is in some senses more depressing than even a backward 
movement, for one does conduce to activity to meet and ward off 
as far as may be untoward consequences, and the other simply in- 
clines one to wait and see what. will turn up. Had the market 
been left freely to take its own course we should unquestionably, 
however, be in a better position. When we are dealing with the 
natural results of demand and supply with an improving trade the 
forecast is certain. Speculation upsets every calculation, and dis- 
turbs beyond immediate recognition the true course of events. 
There is, however, this comfort—that in the end it is not specula- 
tion (the accidental and the forced conditions of the tin or any other 
market) which regulates any industry, but its true relation to its 
employment in the service of mankind; and this being so we can 
look hopefully beyond the present lull, and deprecate the feeling 
which we are sorry to see again manifesting itself, and with so 
little real foundation: There is no cause whatever for depression 
now when the worst of the conflict is over, when the battle has 
been really won, when Cornwall bas reasserted its ancient pre- 
eminence, when its mines reveal in depth untold riches, when its 
modus operandi has been improved in almost every particular, and 
when tin is produced at a figure of marvellous, and indeed almost 
fabulous, cheapness. 

Of course, we do not at all believe that mining practice is even 
yet perfection. It will be difficult indeed, so far as can be at present 
seen, now that the boring m:chine is definitely accepted as a con- 
stituent and necessary element in our mining operations, and that 
our skip-roads and other hauling appliances have been brought to 
such a pitch of excellence, to make any great advance upon the con- 
duct of underground operations as they are in our leading mines, 
though it must be confessed a great deal has to be done to bring the 
mines generally up to this mark. Dressing, however, has by no 
means made the advance which has been seen in other directions, 
though we are inclined to think a good deal of the grumbling at 
the present state of things in that connection is unreasonable, and 
that the true remedy for the greater part of the waste that takes 
place is to work on altogether other lines. It is quite within the 
bounds of probability that the tin dressing of the future will be con- 
ducted by a dry process, and almost, if not wholly, without the 
agency of water. There are several indications which seem to point 
in this direction, though we are as yet a long way off from such a 
ecnsummation, While water is the vehicle, let the best tin dresser 
do what he will, waste there is and waste there will be, though 
that is no reason why the inevitable loss should not be reduced to a 
minimum. 

We are glad to find that the Mining Institute have in the press 
the valuable paper read by Mr, Darlington before that body, “ On 
Boring Machinery,” and that it will be profusely illustrated. No 
such collection of facts relating to machine boring in all its details 
has ever been brought together, and the paper, which is one of con- 
siderable length, is of the highest practical value, and of itself quite 
sufficient amply to justify the calling into existence the body of 
whose proceedings it forms part. 

The Council of the Mining Institute, by the way, met at West 
Tolgus, on Tuesday, to test the merits of House’s self-acting low- 
water alarm, which was silver medalled at the Polytechnic, and 
which is in use both at West Tolgus and Mellanear, where it gives 
tre utmost satisfaction. The party after some most satisfactory 
experiments dined at West Tolgus “ ’count house,” under the chair- 
manship of Major Haye, and subsequently resumed the discussion 
02 boiler explosions instituted by Mr. Loam. Mr. Loam maintained 
his original proposition that there was danger attending the use of 
distilled water in boilers, and that all water deprived of air became, 
at a certain temperature, dangerously explosive. Insupport of this 
view Mr. Loam quoted from the writings of Profs. Tyndall and Hunt, 
the latter holding the doctrine that under the conditions named it 
would not be safe to employ the water in any culinary or manufac- 
turing operation, since its use would be followed by explosions as 
dangerous as gunpowder. Tyndall also held that there was an ex- 
plosive force in water deprived of air. These doctrines were stoutly 
combatted by Dr. Oxland, Mr. Husband, and Mr. Hocking. Dr. Ox- 
land said he was certainly somewhat surprised and alarmed when 
he first saw Hunt’s views propounded; but he had for years used 
distilled water ina large Cornish steam boiler in Plymouth, and not 
the slightest sign of danger had ever presented itself. Mr. Husband 
contended that there was no mystery about the question, and 
arguing that it was not a matter of chemical discovery at all, but 
simply a question of calculation, he asserted that it was impossible 
to get out of water a force that was more than equivalent to its 
temperature. Mr. Hocking read letters from prominent Boiler In- 
surance Companies in the country to show that all boiler explosions 
were due to simple, and generally to preventibie, causes, and that 
there was no mystery about any of tiem as was suggested by Mr. 
Loam. The discussion was continued at considerable length almost 
entirely by the four gentleman mentioned; and in answer to the 
arguments on the other side, Mr. Loam contended that it was im- 
possible to get away from the discoveries of such eminent authorities 
as he had quoted, and that when a discovery was made on such 
authority it was as much a law of nature as gravitation. 

A mining wages case of some importance has been heard before 
Mr. Fortescue at the Tavistock County Court. John Lang sued A. 
C. Williams and W. R. Haward, proprietors of the Monkston Man- 
ganese Mine, near Lydford, for 8/. 93., for work done. There were 
several similar claims made by other men on the mine, and this was 
taken as a test case. It was stated on behalf of the plaintiff that he 
and his “ pare” accepted a bargain to raise manganese at 12s. a ton, 
that a “ subsist” of 3/, a month was quaranteed to them, and that it 
was only upon an understanding that they might make sure of that 
amount that they uniertook to accept the contract. Owing to 
severe weather fuel could not be conveyed to the mine to keep the 
machinery at work, and consequently the mine became inundated, 
and the men were without work for five weeks out of twelve. They 





received 15s, on account, but the defendants refused t» pay them the 


——— 
remainder of the sum guaranteed. On the other hand, it was con” 
tended that nothing had been guaranteed to the men, that they 
were in debt to the mine, and that through their carelessness in 
mixing iron with manganese they had involved the proprietors in & 
great deal of unnecessary expense.—His Honour, after hearing the 
evidence, said it appeared to be a custom in mining to guarantee so 
much “ subsist,” with the understanding that if the men hada good 
“take” they should repay the amount, and that if they returned 
after having left a mine, and earned more than the subsist guaran- 
teed, the surplus balance would go to defray any old debt the mine 
might have against them. Under these circumstances he gave a ver- 
dict for the plaintiff, but leave to appeal was granted. The pro- 
gress of the appeal will be watched with interest, as the point is 
one of great moment, and the case will in all probability become a 
leading one, if fought out on the general issues, 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


May 15.—Interest, as far as the Coal Trade is concerned, chiefly 
centres this week in the demeanour of the colliers upon the wages 
and hour question. Most dissatisfaction at the drop is displayed by 
the colliers of the Sindwell Park Company. All the week the men, 
pumbering some 400, have been on strike, They have shifted the 
ground of complaint they took in the first instance, and now contend 
that the reduction ought not to be enforced without their having a 
fortnight’s notice. The manager of the company, on the contrary. 
affirms that the men are pledged by an arrangement which he ma 
with the check weighman that the reduction should be accepted 
without delay. The directors have met and discussed the position 
of affairs, and have passed a resolution to the effect that work shall 
not be resumed except upon the new terms. S ome few other pits 
in South Staffordshire are also bad off because of the men refusing 
to accept the drop. There would not appear to be much likelihood 
of the reply being in the affirmative which the miners’ delegates 
have to give to the masters next Wednesday as to whether their 
constituents will work nine hoursa day. Meetings are being held 
throughout the district, and the men manifest a decided objection 
to any increase in the length of the working day, notwithstanding 
that they would have a correspanding advance in their wages. At 
nearly all these gatherings resolutions have been passed rejecting 
any other than the eight-hours.system. Attempts are now being 
made at certain of the ironstone mines to get the men to aceept a 
drop in wages. The demand for coal has not much improved since 
the alteration in prices. The depression in the pig-iron market is 
unrelieved, and the output remains in advance of buyers’ needs: 
3/, 53. for hot-blast all-mine sorts is the quotation of best Shrop- 
shire and Staffordshire makers, and about 2/. is the price of cinder 
pigs. Only a tame business was done in finished iron upon the ex- 
changes yesterday and to-day. Much discussion took place relative 
to the North of England failures, but it was not thought that this 
district would be involved. 

I have to announce the death of Mr. Thomas Whitehouse, of 
Brades Village, proprietor of the Oldbury Iron and Steel Works. 
He was found lying on the office floor by the watchman quite dead. 
Mr. Whitehouse was 65 years of age, and his death is attributed to 
apoplexy. 

A boiler explosion took place at the works of the Walsall District 
Iron Company, Birchills-strest, Walsall, on Tuesday night. The 
works have been established five or six years, and turn out mere 
chant iron, The proprietors are Messrs. Wheway, Hawley, Mills, 
and Lester. There were three boilers, all of which had been filed 
previous to the night-men commencing work, and about ten o’clock 
the third suddenly burst at one of the end seams, killing five youths, 
and bodily injuring other workmen. Unfortunately the works are 
not insured, and the damage is estimated at 1000/. 

Business in iron and coal in North Staffordshire is, unfortunately, 
getting worse rather than better. Orders are of a very retail! sort, 
and no firm has work upon the books that will take long to execute, 
‘The ironstone mines of the Chatterley Iron Company have now 
been closed, and over 400 miners are thereby wholly without em- 
ployment. The demand for ironstone is not commensurate with 
the quantity which is offered, and prices are low. The stocks of 
pig-iron at the works are very heavy, notwithstanding that the 
output has been much curtailed. 

IRON SLEEPERS FOR THE LONDON AND NorTH WESTERN RAIL- 
way CoMPpany.—A consignment of wrought-iron railway sleepers 
has just been received at Crewe works from J. and E., Swan Brothers, 
of Middle borough. They are about 6 iv.in width, hollow at bottom, 
3 in. in depth, and of various lengths, 15 ft. and under. They are 
to be put down for trial in a few days. Mr. Webb, the chief loco- 
motive engineer of the company, made some remarks at a recent 
public dinner at Crewe, from which it may be inferred that should 
the trial of these sleepers prove favourable (and Mr, Webb spoke 
highly of those he had seen in use in Belgium) they will be recom- 
mended for adoption by the London and North Western Railway 
Company throughout theirsystem. The recommendation, if carried 
into effect, would, as Mr. Webb pointed out, do much to revive the 
iron trade of this country, the quantity of iron which would be re- 
quired to replace the wooden sleepers being enormous, 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. 


May 15.—Deep regret has been expressed at Merthyr and the 
neighvourhood—in fact, throughout the district—at the news of the 
death of Mr. Robert Crawshay, which occurred at Cheltenham, His 
death was by no means unexpected, as of late years he had been in 
ill-health, and during the last few days before his decease had been 
hovering between lifeand death. The name of Crawshay for gene- 
rations has been associated with the iron trade of the district, and it 
is to be regretted exceedingly that the conduct of the men should 
have been such in the pastas to render the once flourishing Cyfartha 
Works desolate. Mr. Crawshay was essentially a friend to his men; 
he mixed with them, and at onetime was looked up to almost as the 
father of a large working family. But there came a time when 
rather than concedea reasonable reduction in order to retain a heavy 
order his workmen, listening to the insiduous voice of the Trades 
Unions, snapped asunder the ties which bound master and man to- 
gether. All ofus know the result. Mr. Crawshay never forgave this 
ill-advised conduct, and things got worse from time to time, until 
the gigantic works are desolute, and the men employed at; them 
scattered. The funeral was to take place to day, and in accordance 
with Mr. Crawshay’s expressed wish wasto be kept strictly grivate. 

Two more bodies have been recovered from the Dinas Pit, but in 
a shocking condition. 

At Harris’s Navigation Pit (No. 1), Quaker’s Yard, the Nine-feet 
seam of steam coal has been struck. The seam was reached at a 
depth of 782 yards, and proved to be 13 ft. thick, and consists of 
about 11 ft. of clear coal. 

The Iron Trade remains in about the usual condition; there is no 
change to note in prices—in fact, these are so low that it is doubtful 
whether any margin for profit in some cases is left. The enquiry 
for Bessemer steel rails is fairly good, and the fact that steel is 
superseding iron is more apparent almost every day. Most of the 
large works are now, however, adapted for steel-making. The de- 
mand for bars has not improved, while as for pig-iron prices seem 
to be a little more in favour of buyers. Clearances during the last 
few days have been very small, and the principal have been to 
South America, The Tin-Plate Trade is materially unaltered, but 
there seems to be some difficulty in maintaining late rates. About 
50 forgemen at the Aberdulais Works, belonging to Messrs. Joshua 
Williams and Co., have been paid off. 

It is observable that some sections of colliers in this district have 
been represented at the Miners’ Conference held at Barnsley. The 
meeting actually reso!ved upon asking for a 10 per cent. increase 
in wages, and this while colliery propriet rs are struggling against 
bad times. In this district a crisis is evidently at hand, and it is 
now almost certain that the sliding scale agreement will terminate 





at the end of next month. A meeting of the Sliding Scale Com- 
mittee has been held at Cardiff, but the proceedings were private. 





A mass meeting of men is shortly to be held at Pontypridd. ane 
collie¥s have been meeting in various parts of the district. e 
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Cwmlickey and Glyn (near Pontypool) men have resolved not to 
accept a 10 percent. reduction, while at Cyfartha no definite deci- 
sion has been come to. At Pengam the men decidedly object toa 
decrease, but will await the result of the Pontypridd meeting. If 
the men are wise they will accept the reduction asked for in time, 
for if the sliding scale agreement is terminated it is probable that 
a still larger one will be enforced. Colliery proprietors cannot go 
on ataloss. There is a dispute at the Maindy pit, Ton, Rhonda 
Valley, as to the price paid for cutting the “top,” which the 
men say is so hard that it ought to be blasted. The demand for 
coal during the last few days has been better, and shipments have 
increased. Especially is this observa>le with regard to steam coal. 
Some fair orders have recently been secured for both steam and 
house qualities, and in one or two instances slight)y improved quo- 
tations are said to have been secured, House coals are in good de- 
mand, considering the time of year, the weather being exeeptionally 
cold. Patent fuel shipments have been smaller. 








REPORT FROM NORTH WALES, SALOP, AND CARDIGAN, 


May 15.—It is pleasant to record that some, at least, of the North 
Wales Collieries are fairly busy. The Plaskynaston, for example, 
has removed a large portion of its accumulated stock, and is fairly 
supplied with orders. Black Park seems to be doing more, and the 
Wrexham and Acton, the Westminster, the Brymbo, and on a 
smaller scale the Cae Pen Ty Collieries are doing a fair amount of 
business. The worst of it all is that prices are barely, if at all, re- 
munerative. 

I think it is a favourable indication for the future prosperity of 
mining in North Wales that numerous mines which are now worke 
by private owners, or by limited companies of siitall size, and ma- 
naged by judicious men, are worked profitably or progressing 
favourably, L:t us take two examples, In the south-west point 
of Carnarvonshire is the Tan«y-Bwlch Mine, which is making good 
Yeturns of ore. All the works at this mine are carefully planned 
and substantially executed. The mine is not starved on the one 
hand by want of means, nor is there any lavish expenditure on the 
other. Asan illustration of the enterprise with which it is carried 
on, I may say that at the present time a capacious perpendicular 
shaft with all appliances, is being carried down to the lode, some 
700 yards distant from the old shaft. This will lay open a long 
length of the lode, and if the Jatter should not turn out profitable 
the owner will at least have the satisfaction of knowing the worst. 

The next example is the Clogau Gold Mine, between Dolgelly and 
Barmouth, Years ago I have looked upon gold in this mine that 
it was good to look upon, and I have always held that with eco- 
nomical and judicious working, and without a large unproductive 
capital to pay interest upon, it should pay. I am glad to see by last 
week’s Journal that my anticipations are being realised—300/. and 
odd of gold raised for 100/. odd of expénse. A word of respectful 
tribute is due to the manager for the way in which he has con- 
ducted operations at the mine, It is worth mentioning, too, that 
he has successfully utilised wind-power for the drainage of the 
mines. A windmill has been erected which works very success- 
fully, and which saves the expenditure of gold for coal for steam- 

ower. This is not the first mining windmill that has been erected 

n North Wales, Some years ago one was erected at the Mona 
Copper Mine on the Parys Mountain, Anglesea, by Mr. T. Fanning 
Evans, who is now Iler Majesty’s Inspector of Metalliferous Mines 
for North Wales, This wiidmill does its work well, and the question 
naturally arises why may not the principle be more largely applied 
to the drainage of mines? In his work on the Mines West of the 
Rocky Mountains, published in 1871, Dr. Raymond, of New York, 
advocates this as a novel method for the purpose, but it is evident 
that Wales is beforehand in the matter. There are a good many 
new ventures in lead mining in Wales, and I hope we may take it 
as one indication of returning prosperity. I hear from a reliable 
source that the Great Holway Mine is opening out satisfactorily, 
although not 80 rapidly as its promoters hoped. 

The case of King v. Sandeman and others now before the Law 
Courts, is an action brought by the plaintiff to recover the amount 
of money he paid fur shares in the Ifton Rhyn Collieries Company 
(Limited) on the gtound,as he alleges, of fraudulent representations 
in the prospectus. The trial is one of considerable importance, and 
1 purpose noticing it next week, The colliery villages of South 
Shropshire have a very quite look just now. Ouae good work, how- 
ever, that is being done is the drainage of these town villages, a 
work that was badly needed. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


May 15,.—Business at the ironworks and mines in Derbyshire has 
tindergone no noticeable change during the week, so that trade 
generally may be snid to be moving along steadily. There is still 
several furnaces out at several districts, but the make of pig is fully 
equal to the requirements of consumers. Of late, however, it has 
gone off somewhat better, for the damping down of several fur- 
naces in the North of England causes the demand to go into other 
channels, and the iron from several of our works holds a high posi- 
tion in several markets, being superior to Cleveland, a good deal of 
it being made from a mixture of the local stone, and that from 
Northamptonshire. The mills are still quiet, but there is a steady 
output of pipes, pillars, stoves,and pump castings at several of the 
foundries, The state of affairs at Durliam has led to a demand for 
inland coal in excess of what is usual at this time of the year, and 
Derbyshire has participated in the transfer of the traffic from the 
sea route to the railway. Thisis especially the case with regard to 
London, where a much larger quantity of house coal than usual has 
been sent over both the Midland and Great Northern lines, Clay 
Cross alone has been sending at the rate of 5500 tons a week, whilst 
several other coilieries have been forwarding 3000 tons a week. 
This increased business for the month of May has not led to any 
improvement in the prices, but it ia something to be able to find 
most of the miners as much as five days’ work a week. In steam 
coal there has been no material improvement, although the demand 
is certainly better than what it was a month or two since. The 
wages question at the collieries at the present time is quiet, but in 
the eventof the men in Durham resuming work shortly, and things 
returning to their ‘ordinary state, there fis no doubt but what it 
will bé again brought to the fore, for even now profits appear to be 
next to nothing, whilst many places are not doing more than barely 
paying expenses, 

Matters are looking better in Sheffield, and several of the leading 
branches are now busier than they have been since the commence- 
ment of the year. In the heavy departments, such as the manu- 
facture of heavy armour-plates, steam-hammers, ani general mill 
material, there has been considerable improvement. Makers of 
Bessemer steel continue to be well employed, for the consumption 
is large, not only for rails but axles and tyres as well, whilst it is 
also being extensively used for many purposes for which iron not 
so long since was solely used. A tolerably fair business has been 
done in unwrought steel with the United States, and some of our 
cutlery manufacturers have received from there good orders of late 
—table and pocket knives. Not much is being done in railway 
springs, Belgium makers being able to run us very hard both at 
home and abroad. File makers are decidedly better off, and a large 
order has been received from Russia, as well as others on home ac- 
count, Sheepshears for Australia and South America are being 
largely turned out, and the former is also taking a tolerably fair 
quantity of general hardware and cutlery. Steel boiler-plates are 
now being extensively used, and they are made so that they cannot 

be injured by the weather, as it was said that the frost made some 
of them crack. The foundries are now working better, there being 
an improved demand for stoves, grates, cooking ranges, and ordi- 
nary castings. A little more has been done of late in pig-iron, but 
heuwatite is still in by far the greater request, principally for con- 
verting into Bessemer for the rail mills. 

In South Yorkshire the Coal Trade is tolerably active, and trans- 
actions with London have increased, more particularly in Silkstones, 

hich are most liked by consumers after the so-called Wallsends. 

he Great Northern has beet taking a large tonnage from the Birley, 


Wharncliffe, and Thorncliffe collieries, whilst a good deal of the 
Barnsley Thick coal has also gone in the sa e direction. Steam 
coal now sells more freely than it did,and shipments are becoming 
heavy from the Humber ports. A good deal of late has also been 
shipped from Goole to London, Portsmouth, Gravesend, and other 
of the home ports. Engine coal does not sell at all well, and the 
same is the case with respect to slack and smudge. A steady busi- 
ness, however, is being done in coke for smelting and other pur- 
poses, a good deal being sent to the furnaces in North Lincolnshire 
and to works in Sheffield. 

A Conference of Miners’ Delegates was held on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday in Barnsley for the purpose of discussing the question of set- 
ting down all the collieries in the kingdom, so as to maintain the 
present rate of wages at least. Mr. Pickard, of Wakefield, occupied 
the chair. Several resolutions were passed, the principal one being 
to the effect that the time had come when the whole of the mining 
community of Great Britain should take united action to prevent 
the recurrence of reductions of wages, and that each district should 
ask for an advance in wages of 10 per cent., and if the employers 
do not grant it that a general stoppage take place throughout the 
country; also that the men should try their utmost to bring about 
a shortening or equalisation of the working hours, so as to make 
the supply of coal equal to the demand. The subject is to be again 
discuszed at a Conference to be held at Birmingham on June 17. 
In the interval mass meetings are to be held for the purpose of 
obtaining the consent of the men to the decision come to by the 
Conference, 

The award of the umpire, Mr. Ellison, judge of the Sheffield 
County Court, with respect to the proposed 124 per cent. reduction, 


a | which will affect several thousands of miners in South Yorkshire 


and North Derbyshire, has not been given. On the contrary, Mr. 
Ellison has agreed that the question shall be reopened for the 
urpose of some statistics being altered, as it is said that they are 
ncorrect, 

A few days ago operations were commenced in constructing new 

colliery premises, sinking new shaft, &c., at Trowell Moor, near 
Ilkeston, for Messrs. Dunn Brothers andCo. The new shaft, stables, 
offices, bed for engine, &c., have been commenced on the estate of 
Lord Middleton, of Wollaton Hall, on the Swansea Farm, Trowell 
Moor, and in a field well known in the locality as the “ Healing 
Well Field,” there being an abundant spring of excellent water in 
the field, which is said to possess certain healing properties. The 
cutting of the first sod took place last week, in the presence of 
Messrs. Dunn and Mason, the latter being the contractor for sink- 
ing the shaft. The Midland line from Ilkeston to Nottingham is 
only a few yards distant in passing through Trowell, and the colliery 
will, therefore, be well situated for disposing of the output of 
coal by rail. 
The miners at the Gomersall Colliery, Dronfield, have struck, as 
the manager states, in consequence of some of the men having 
received notice, and these being dissatisfied persuaded the others 
to leave work. The men, however, state they have struck against 
& proposed reduction of wages. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


May15.—The moat important question, and which occupies much 
attention, is the great strike in Durham. As was stated last week, 
a joint committee was appointed, the first meeting of which was 
held in Newcastle, on Saturday, and great hopes were entertained 
that some important arrangement would be effected by the meeting ; 
the result was, however, disappointing, and another meeting was 
arranged for Wedneslay, when they had a five-hours sitting, but 
without coming to any decision beyond reducing the number of 
the committee to two on each side—Mr. Lindsay Wood and Mr. 
David Dale for the owners, and Mr. Crawford and Mr. Foreman for 
the miners—who are to meet at Durham to consider the matters 
in dispute, with the understanding that Mr. T. Bradshaw, the County 
Court Judge, should be called in if necessary as umpire. The situa- 
tion is a very serious one, the whole of the miners of all grades in 
Durham may be considered to be members of the Union at present ; 
of course there is a large number of men who are anxious to be at 
work, but the imposing force of 50,000 men prevents any freedom 
of action of the kind. Many of the men and their families are in 
a state of semizstarvation; but this they will endure to a very great 
extent before succumbing. The men, as a rule, judging from the 
speeches made at the mass meetings, persist in treating the question 
as one of smaller or larger profits for the masters, although it is 
well known that a large number of works have been carried on at 
loss for a considerable time; this is, of course, very provoking, but 
we believe that the masters will not agree to the men going in 
when a substantial reduction is got at once, the question of further 
reductions being left to the committee, or some other mode of ad- 
justment. It is, however, held by some parties that the present 
joint committee cannot arrive at any settlement of the question, 
and in this case there is a possibility that the dispute will have 
to be settled in detail by the men and the masters at the several 
works. It must be borne in mind that the committee of the masters 
does not represent all the collieries in Durham, although it does re- 
present the majority of them. The men at some of the works have 
gone in—Black Prince, West Thornley, and Hedley Hill Collieries 
having accepted the terms offered by their employers—the condi- 
tions that may be determined on by the representative committees. 
The deputies and some other men have also gone in at the great 
Ryhope Colliery, and a few coals have been sent out there; of course 
the men have to be well guarded by policemen, otherwise daily 
outrages may beexpected. At the present momenta gloomy feeling 
prevails, as it is not probable that the joint committee will be able 
to agree ; should they, however, appoint an umpire, that step may 
lead to some settlement. 

[At the meeting on Thursday between Messrs. Wood and Dale, on 
behalf of the coalowners, and Messrs. Crawford and Foreman for 
the men, the dispute was submitted to Mr, Bradshaw, County Court 
Judge, whe has decided unon a reduction in wages of 8} per cent. 
off underground men and 63 per cent. off surface labour. This, it is 
expected, will terminate the strike, and the pits will get ready for 
commencing work on Monday next. } 

The steam coal works in Northumberland are, of course, well em- 
ployed, and the Tyne is crowded with vessels waiting their turn 
for loading. The miners, and also the enginemen, in this county 
have asked the masters for advances of wages, but those demands 
have of course been refused. The general trade of these rivers is so 
much affected by this disastrous strike that it is difficult to form a 
true estimate of it at present. The chemical trade has again im- 
proved considerably, shipments to the Baltic and foreign ports 
generally being active. The higher class of firebricks and fireclay 
manufactories are well employed. Some foundaries are fairly 
going in pipes, &c., but this is far from general. The engine fac- 
tories are only moderately employed, and a considerable number of 
skilled workmen are out. , 

The iron shipbuilding works are fairly active. According to offi- 
cial reports there are more iron steamers building on the Tyne 
than at this period last year. Messrs, Palmer and Co. and one or 
two other leading firms, have booked good orders lately, a number 
of these being from foreign owners. On the north side of the 
river all the yards are in full employment; indeed, on the whole 
this trade is in a most healthy and prosperous state, and by far the 
best trade in the district at present. The stocks of coal are being 
rapidly cleared out in Durham, as is shown by the fact that the 
great ironworks at Consett, where 5000 hands are employed, were 
stopped on Monday. This company have 13 collieries, yet they 
were stopped owing to the want of coal. Since that time coal has 
been got, and the works have again been started. A shaft has been 
sunk by the South Durham Coal Company near Ferry Hi'!, and a 
few days ago the Harvey seam was reached at a depth of 160 fms. 
The seam is 4 ft, 9 in. in thickness, with a band of 5 in. The coal 
at this depth is of excellent quality, exceptionally so, which is re- 
markable, as this seam in North Durham, although of good quality 
in some localities, is often rendered of little value owing to the 
occurrence of thick bands of stone in it. : 

There was a good attendance at Middlesborough, and prices were 





weaker as the market proceeded. There has been rather more en- 
quiry for iron, but deliveries have been rather slack. The quotations 
vary, but they may generally be placed at about 37a. 61. to 33s. for 
No. 3, and 35s. for No. 4 forge. There is no difference in the stocks 
in Connal’s warrant stores, the quantity held being 84,000 tons. Tie 
shipments of Cleveland iron continue to be considerably restricte i 
because of the disorganisation caused by the Durham pitmen’s strike, 
Last week only 1230 tons were sent to Scotland, as compared with 

7576 tons in the corresponding week of the previousyear. Greatly 
reduced quantities are also sent to Lancashire and Staffordshire. 
In nearly all the outside markets it is found cheaper at present 
prices to use the home produced metal in preference to Cleveland, 

owing to the prices asked for the latter. It is satisfactory to learn 

that the recent experiments on a large scale in making steel from 

Cleveland iron by Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co. promise as success- 

fully as at first indicated. Satisfaction is expressed at the position 

the steel-making question took at the meeting of the Iron and Steel 

Institute last week. Tne eight furnaces at South Bank have pas:ed 

into the hands of Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co., who have now 28 blast- 

furnaces, and are the largest producers of pig-iron in the world. 

The wages question in the finished iron trade will be arbitrated upon 

by Mr. David Dale. No change worth mentioning appears in manu- 

factured iron. 








REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN. 


May 15.—There is little of an interesting character respecting 
the trade of this district to communicate by way of report. The 
Coal Trade at a few collieries has pretty well maintained the slight 
improvement recently reported, but at some few others, owing to 
disputes and other local circumstances, have suffered from great 
slackneses, the puddlers’ contention at Lydney and Lydbrook having 
operated most unfavourably in the matter. We do not pretend to 
say who is most in fault, but we intensely regret wages disputes, 
seeing that they are fraught with such lasting ill consequences to 
all concerned. But for these disputes there appears to be a chanc3 
of doing a fair business in the tin-plate trade. There is a strange anomaly at pre- 
sent in connection with this local trade; in three shipments cr cargoes of Middles- 
borough pig-iron being delivered at Lydney last week. at a freightage of 7s. per 
ton, chargeable upon removal to the Forest Tin Plate Works, with at least 2s. per 
ton additional carriage. Now, the Forest iron is famed for its quality, and that 
being admitted it does seem that our local Iters cannot fully compete 
in the article of pig iron so as to secure the local trade to themsslves. To say the 
least, they have 7s. per ton—the amount of freightage—in their favour. Surely 
o- is . margin of difference upon which they may start in attempting to nego- 
ciate sales. 

Weare fully sensible of the benefit which the proprietors of our local furnaces 

have conferred upon the Forest population in past times by finding employment 
for large numbers of men, and the names of such proprietors are frequently 
mentioned with grateful recognition ; but we cannot repress a conviction which 
we have long felt—namely, that our local manufactnrers ate too Content to move 
in old ruts, instead of pushing their inquiries into new means and methods, so as 
to improve their articles, and reduce the cost of production—not by unduly cuttin 
down wages, but in the economic application of scientific knowledge and chemica 
principals, As the Forest ores are of high quality in themselves, the smelters, b 
finding out improved methods of manufacturing pig, would have an immense ad- 
vantage over those who have to deal with inferior ores, And we feel certain that 
our local manufavturers under such advantageous circumstances ought to be able 
to produce pig at such a price that would secure all the local trade to themselves, 
seeing that a cost of about 9s. a ton is in their favour, as compared with Middles- 
borough pig. And it is pretty certain, we think, that if the Middlesborough 
manufacturers were smelting in the Forest in place of our present local men, 
they would produce pig so as to secure the local trade to themselves. 
ork at the Forest Vale Ironworks is fairly sustained at present. In West 
Dean a large amount of poverty is still experienced. In East Dean the pinch is 
not so great, but all over the Forest there are large numbers of working men 
anxious to emigrate to our colonies, and it is much to be regretted that free and 
assisted emigration is suspended at most, if not at all, of our colonial head offices. 
There has been a rumour that the patent fael works lately owned by Messrs. 
Liickes and Nosh, at White Croft, have been purchased by a London firm for elec- 
tric light purposes, and that Capt. W. B. Brain is a partner of the firm, but we 
have not been able to obtain satisfactory information on the subject, those con- 
cerned being disposed to be reticent, 
We regret that every now and again some accident occurs at the Severn Bridge 
at high tides to injure the staging, another having just occurred, all tending 
to protract the time for completingjihat important work. The Mid Forest Rail- 
way Bill is again before Parliament, and its preamble has been reported proved. 
8ome small sen of ext put forward last year by the Great Western 
Company remain in statu quo, but the ultimate intentions cf the company are 
kept very quiet. Prices of cval are low, and the local iron trade very dull, but 
pig is being gradually cleared off stocks. 














TREATING PHOSPHORETIC PIGS, 


It has already been explained that the essential feature of the pro- 
cess by which it is believed the Cleveland iron can be converted into 
steel is the substitution of a basic lining for the ordinary refractory 
lining, and the difficulties in obtaining this lining are being gradually 
but surely removed. Mr.S. G. THoMmas now finds that the desired 
quality of bricks can be obtained from more readily procurable 
materials, In carrying out the manufacture of refractory basic fur- 
nace linings he has sometimes found it desirable and convenient, in 
order to diminish the amount of silica and alumina which is imparted 
to the elag from the wear of the lining material, and to prepare a 
lining material from local kinds of magnesian limestone in which 
the silica and alumina together amount to less than 5 per cent., 
though to more than 2 per cent. of the whole, and he finds that by 
subjecting bricks or blocks moulded from such material in a pul- 
verulent and slightly moist state to extremely intense firing before 
use a dense shrunk material very useful as a furnace lining may be 
produced from limestone of this character. He does not, however, 
regard it as desirable to use astone with less than about 34 per cent. 
of silica and alumina together, unless there is 2 or 3 per cent. of 
oxide of iron also present; ® stone with a very small percentage of 
silica and alumina, but with 3 to 5 per cent. of oxide of iron, may 
also be used, care being of course taken that not enough oxide of 
iron is present to impair the refractory character of the muterial. 
Less advantageously, limestone low in magnesia, or even chalk, may 
be used when a limestone high in magnesia is nct obtainable; the 
more magnesia there is present the better. In all cases artificial 
mixtures, as of a nearly pure magnesian limestone with from 3 to 
5 per cent. of oxide of iron (such as blue billy) or with 3 or 4 per 
cent. of clay intimately mixed together, and preferably ground to- 
gether in a mortar mill, may be used. The greatest care must be 
taken to make the mixture regular and the composition even. 

In carrying out the Bessemer process, and treating phosphoretic 
pig thereby, Mr. Thomas finds that the requisite highly basic earthy 
slag should contain, to obtain the best results, a minimum of about 
40 per cent. of lime and magnesia together, and he finds that this 
description of slag is most advantageously produced by adding to 
the metal in the converter a large amount of lime (which may with 
advantage be magnesian lime) with little or, in some cases, no iron 
ore. Before running the metal into the converter he throws into 
the converter an amount of lime (preferably very hot) nearly equal 
in weight to twice the weight of the silicon and phosphorus con- 
tained in the charge, or a mixture formed by calcining a mixture of 
ground limestone and iron ore in the proportion of | ton of limestone 
to 1 cwt. or even 2 cwts. of ore. He then blows from six to ten 
minutes, till the heat is sufficiently raised to allow the rest of the 
bases to be added. He then turns down, and adds a somewhat 
smaller amount than was first added (say, two-thirds of the first 
amount) of either lime alone (if the pig treated is high in manganese), 
or of a mixture of three or four parts of lime to one of iron oxide 
ore. This addition should also be very hot. It may be conveniently 
prepared by calcining at a high temperature a mixture of six or 
eight parts of limestone, preferably a magnesian limestone contain- 
ing very little silica, with one of iron ore, such as hematite or blue 
billy. The heat of the converter flame may be conveniently utilised 
for heating these basic additions, The converter is then quickly 
turned up, and the blow finished. When the metal is working very 
hot the whole amount of base may be added at once, before the pig 
is run in, but this is not generally desirable. The total amount of 
bases added should not be less with the ordinary wear of the bottoms 
than about six times the weight of the silicon in the charge, He 
prefers not to use pig with more than 2} per cent, of silicon. If, 
however, the bottoms last less than six blows, the amount of bases 
is proportionately reduced, as a large amount of the base will be 
derived from this source. The object to be kept in view in making 
the addition is to have a slag containing over 40 per cent. of lime 
and magnesia, under 20 per cent. of silica, and under 14 per cent. of 
phosphoric acid, assuming all the phosphorus of the pig to go into 
the slag as phosphoric acid,
